COMPENSATION FOR MOTHER 


AND SISTER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Mrs. Elizabeth Hanlon, widow, and Ellen 
Hanlon, her daughter, both living at Rose. 
mount, Dundrum, applied for compensation 
under the Workmen's Compensation Act in 
respect of the death of Peter Hanlon, em- 
ployed as a vanman by the Dublin Laundry 
Company, Limited, Milltown, who met with 
an accident in July last by falling from a 

latform while loading waste paper, his 
death taking place some weeks afterwards. 
The applicants are mother and sister of the 
deceased. 
Mr. Cawley (instructed by Mossrs. Peebles, 
Knox and Pigot), for the applicants, ex. 
plained that the respondents admitted 
liability, and that the only question for the 
determination of the Court was the extent 
of dependency on the earnings of the de. 
ceased. 
Evidence was given by Ellen Hanlon that 
they were whoHy dependent ou him, as he 
gave tiúin all his wages for the main- 
tenance oí the house. 
Two brothers stated in evidence that, they 
contributed some money each week for meals 
in the house. 
Mr. M. Good, solicitor for the respondents, 
cross-examined Ellen Hanlon, who stated that 
she did not believe that the money con- 
tributed by the two brothers did more than 
pay for their maintenance in the house. 
Judge Davitt said that while he could not 
hold ou the evidence that the applicants were 
wholly dependent on the earnings of the de- 
ceased, he was satisfied that they had had 
to depend on him to a very considerable ex- 
tent. He allowed £215 compensation,

AGAINST TRAMWAY 


COMPANY, 
Robert Kelly, Mont-albert, Harold’s 
Cross road, sued the Dublin Tramways Co. 
to recover £75 for damage to a milk cart 
caused by negligent driving of a tramcar at 
the junction of Harold’s Cross road and 
Brighton square on the 5th April last. 
The plaintiff's driver, Michael Griffin, 
stated that while he was walking his horse 
across the tramway line from Brighton 
“un into Harold’s Cross road the tramcar 
came along with such speed that it dashed 
into his cart—a gig—and smashed it to 
pieces. 
For the defence the driver of the tram 
car, J. Elliott, said that he was going at a 
speed of only seven or eight miles an hour, 
and that the driver of the gig was -gallop 
ing his horse across the lines, and was un 
able to control it. The witness applied his 
electric brake and brought the car to a stand 
still within half its own length. His car 
merely touched the gig, and, although the 
horse was thrown under the tramcar, he was 
not injured. 
The Judge said that the evidence was con 
flicting, but he had come to the conclasion 
that, as the tramcar driver had admittedly 
not sounded his gong, he was guilty of negli- 
gence, and upon that ground he gave the 
plaintiff a decree for £15. 
Mr. A. Corbett (instructed by Messrs. W. 
G. Bradley and Sons) appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) for the de- 
fendants.

| Mr. C. H. Oiley, Departmental Engineer, in 
a lengthy report on the condition of Wicklow 
Harbour, says:—It is clear that Wicklow 
Harbour works are in an unsatisfactory con- 
dition, and will need a considerable outlay 
within the next two or three years to restore 
them for reasonable traffic requirements, or, if 
not, the ultimate cost will be much greater. 
The inevitable gradual deterioration of walls, 
and the silting for years past have not been 
met by a steady maintenance. 

It is but just to add that the Harbour 
Commissioners have inherited a set of im- 
portant works of which some seem intrinsi- 
cally weak in original construction, and 
others subject to very heavy storm attack ; 
all placing, in my opinion, a great burden for 
upkeep on the revenue of a commercial port 
like Wicklow. 

Impossible to state except as provisional 
sums for certain items, till underwater sur- 
veyors’ can usefully be made, but details in 
the report roughly total £35,000 to £40,000. 


Of this the timber wharf rebuilding comes to 


the balance over three or four years. 

To the extent of ietting vessels in and out 
earlier and more easily on the tide, and lie 
better in the berths, dredging is essential, 
as soon as possible, | but will not of itself 
reasonably restore Wicklow Harbour, while 
sea walls and quays remain unrepaired. 

The following programme of repairs is sug- 
gested — 

Early Works—South quay, rebuild two 
breaches (say), £2,000; dredge at approach 
channel and main berths (say), £2,000; diver’s 
examination and wiiderwater survey (say), 
£100: total, £4.100.

HOUSING COSTS MUST 
COME DOWN. 


, SUGGESTED INQUIRY. 


_ Mr. P. Monahan, City Commissioner for 
Cork, speaking in a discussion on “ Housing 
by Private Enterprise,” at Cork School of 
Art, said nothing but the highest praise 
could express his appreciation of what had 
been done in Dublin, and he. therefore, felt 
reluctant to throw cold water on the admir- 
able efforts of public-spirited individuals, but 
he believed very, very firmly, that to make 
progress in housing with houses costing 18s. a 
week was a very remote possibility. Even 
if the average worker was in a position to 
pay one-sixth of his salary in rent, he would 
need to have a wage of over £5 a week 
to be able to pay 18s., and the great bulk of 
the people could not do that. He noticed 
a tendency to reduce all salaries and wages, 
and there was no guarantee that those who 
were fortunate enough to be in receipt of 
£5 a week at present, and were thus able 
to pay 18s. rent per week, would be able 
to do so in ten years time. As long’ as 
houses ere costing what they were at pre- 
sent, the problem would be insoluble. That 
should come down and must come down, 
and until the cost of building was reduced he 
could see no hope of a satisfactory solution. 
The average weekly wage in Cork was 50s., 
and out of that the. utmost that could be 
paid in rent was 10s. a week; even a decent 
three-roomed house could not be built for that 
rent. It was his personal opinion that +t 
would be much more advantageous for the 
country as a whole if there could be an ih- 
dependent mquiry into the cost of building. 
While he agreed that it was laudable for 
people to join together to build houses, he 
thought it would be much more laudable for

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PRICE AT THE ROOT OF THE 
PROBLEM. 


At the annual dinner of the British Elec. 
trical and Allied Manufacturers’ Association 
in London, Lord Weir said that the Elec- 
tricity Act of 1926 was passed with the’ most 
complete faith in the progress of Great Britain 
in a productive sense. The Act has. been 
criticised because it did not affect distribu- 
tion. He thought that it deliberately’ and 
definitely affected distribution by. setting the 
distributor free to: do. his business. of ~ dis- 
tribution. He must concentrate on the. highly 
important duty of teaching people_to. apply 
electrical energy, “to get “the .électricity 
habit,’’ and to feel that they. could not do 
Without it. 

Ile thought that both the distributor and 
the consumer had quite.a, long way, fo go 
before they should consider any limitations 
whatever in the application of électrierty: The 
Central Board was incurring héayy~ capital 
expenditure on transmission lines, all these 
being based on faith in the future demand 
of the country, and he felt that a similar 
policy should be adopted by the distributors 
in regard to the extension of their systems 
and to their oatlook. If electricity remained. 
costly in the future it would only be because 
of insufficient demand. He was disappointed 
that so few working class homes were electri- 
cally equipped. ee gg Peeve 

He asked the railway companies to note 
that the power situation in the country, Was 
changing to their advantage. Let them revise 
their calculations’ in view of high: tension 
energy becoming available all over the ¢oun- 
try at a low price.

£300,000 TO REPAIR A NEW

Nearly _ £300,000 is to be spent by the 
Ministry of Transport on.the new London- 
Southend arterial road, to combat the threat 
of subsidences caused by the heaviness of the 
traffic.

He described Fianna Fail’s 
economic policy as “madness,’’ and said 
that the Government’s policy of selective 
protection was dangerous.

PRESIDENT’S CLAIM.

é SUBSTANTIAL CO-ORDINA- 
TION ” ALREADY. 

The Free State Senate yesterday resumed 
the discussion of the resolution in which Mr. 
J. T. O'Farrell invited it to say “that the 
question of the regulation and co ordination 
oí all branches of inland transport 1s urgent, 
and demands the earliest consideration of the 
Executive Council.” | 

President Cosgrave said that the railways 
and canals were regulated by the Railways 
Act, and road regulations were now being 
considered by the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee. The Railways (Road Motor Services) 
Act provided a substantial measure of Co- 
ordination between railways and roads, and 
he understood that working agreements had 
provided a substantial measure of co- 
ordination between canals and railways. 
Therefore. the two chief matters in the resolu- 
tion had been attended to. ; 

It might be that there was some misappre- 
hension as to what was called co-ordination. 
He did not'know if it was intended that there 
should be an allocation of traffic. He pre- 
sumed that there was some dissatisfaction in 
the minds of people that the “bus traffic was 
not regulated in as strict a manner as the 
railway traffic. It should be remembered, 
however, that bus traffic up to the present 
had not assumed very gigantic proportions. 

He could not promise the early introduction 
of a bill to deal with the allocation of traffic. 
He did not think at the moment that it was 
likely that anv such bill would be introduced. 
Meanwhile, the Railways Act, the Railways 
(Road Motor services) Act, and the Inter- 
Departmental Committee were patios the 
necessary information which would enable the 
various Ministers concerned to make whatever 
recommendations were considered desirable. 

INSPECTION. 

Mr. T. Farren said that undoubtedly there 
was a problem which needed attention, and 
the manner in which it was being attended to 
was not at all satisfactory. It was not wise 
that there should be four or five different 
Ministers dealing with the subject. There 
should be proper inspection of every vehicle 
licensed to carry passengers. He 1 aintained 
that there was no proper Inspection at the 
present time. 

The ordinary Civie Guard was the 
proper person to undertake the work of in- 
spection in the case of "buses »lying for hire 
in Dublin. In many of those ‘buses the only 
entrance was at the front, close io the engine, 
the most likely place for a fire to | reak out. 

He criticised the action of the Great 
Southern Railways Company in sending for 
forty "buses to England while it had splendid 
works at Inchicore, with skilled artisans 
capable of making the bodies of these ‘buses. 
Companies using “buses for public service 
should be compelled to cover third party 
risks.

DAMAGE TO ROADS. 

_. Mr. Barrington proposed as an amendment 
to add at the end of the motion the words 
“with a view to the appointment of a Com 
mittee upon which both Houses of the 
Oireachtas shall be represented, with power 
to take evidence: the Committee to submit 
proposals as to the best means of dealing 
with the question.” 

He said that the rates were being called on 
to pay a subvention to these ‘bus services, 
many of which were wholly unnecessary. 
There could be no doubt as to the amount of 
damage that those vehicles were doing to the 
roads, which were originally made at the 
expense of the ratepayers and re-surfaced by 
money out of the Road Fund. It was not 
reasonable that they should be asked to main- 
tain the roads without getting any contribu- 
tion from the profits of the 'bus companies. 

Sir Thomas G. Esmonde, seconding the 
amendment, said that, no matter what solu- 
tion was arrived at, they could not. put the 
national or local taxpayer to further expense. 
He would object to the establishment of a 
new Government department to control 
transport. It could he done efficiently by one 
of the existing departments. én 

ESSENTIAL. 

Mr. M. Duffy, supporting the motion, said 
that proper development of the ‘bus trafiic 
was essential to the welfare of the agricul. 
tural community. Large areas in the country 
had been opened up and were being served 
efficiently by the "bus services. To his mind 
the ratepayers were not expending anything 
jike the sums of money to-day that thev 
would be expending if there were no motors 
in existence. In 1913-14 the sum expended 
by ratepayers on roads was £670,000. and in 
the year 1926-27 the sum was only £1,073.000. 
or, roughly, 50 per cent. increase. He con- 
tended that the cost of the roads was paid 
for by motorists and ’bus owners, and not 
by the ratepayers. The regulation of road 
transport was essential. and he thought. that 
the best interests of the country would be 
served by linking up the road and railway 
services. By providing small lorries and 
small passenger ’buses, which should be at 
every railway station, the speedy transit of 
goods and passengers would be ensured. 
Owing to keen competition some *bus com- 
panies were working their drivers and con 
ductors twelve and fourteen hours a dav. No 
man driving a public vehicle should be 
allowed to do that, as it would ultimately 
lead to some terrific accident. | 

The debate will be resumed to-day. 

. PROBATE BILLS. 

The following bills were read a first time: 
Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock, Dalkey Corpora- 
tion Bill, 1924; Dublin Port and Docks 
(Bridge) Bill, 1927; Cork Harbour Bill, 1927. 

On the second reading of the Dublin Port 
and Docks (Bridge) Bill, 1927, it was re- 
solved to ask the Dail to concur in the 
he ag of a joint committee to consider 
the details of the measure. 

“he Pilotage Order Confirmation (No, 2) 
Bill, 1927, passed the Committee stage, and 
was reported to the House. 

LOCAL ELECTIONS. : 

On the second stage of the Local Elections 
Bill, 1927, Mr. T. Farren protested against 
the continued disfranchisement of the citizens 
of Dublin. The Inquiry into the working of 
the Dublin Corporation, he said, had been 
held without charges being made. One 
deputy who made charges of corruption in 
one department of the Corporation, when 
asked to prove them, ran away. As a matter 
of fact, the citizens of Dublin had been denied 
their rights and privileges since 1920, He 
believed it was for political reasons that the 
Corporation was dissolved. What he objected 
to was not the change, but the manner in 
which the change was made. Steps should be 
taken to put a stop to the present state of 
affairs. 

Mr. Haughton said that, instead of trien- 
nial elections, a system of annual elections 
should be adopted. He suggested that the 
Minister should take this matter into con- 
sideration. The people of Cork had a grie- 
wance. They seemed to be tied up to Dublin

as regards getting back to the old institu- 
tions. He did not see why that, should be so. 
The Commissioner had don admirable work 
in Cork. Nevertheless it was wrong in prin- 
ciple that important cities like Dublin and 
Cork should not have popularly elected 
authorities. 

Mr. Dowdall, speaking with an intimate 
knowledge of Cork, said that the Commis- 
sioner had done much good—more good than 
tl.: Corporation, Nevertheless he was not 
out for a continuance of the Commissioner 
system. A bill had been prepared by some 
local people for the continuation of the 
manager system with a very much smaller 
Corporation. Until that bill was dealt with 
finally he did not intend to criticise the 


Commissioner system.

JUDGMENT BY RESULTS. 

Mr. Barrington said that the Commissioner 
system in Dublin and Cork had given satis- 
factory results, and so long as they got 
better results from that system he saw no 
reason for the re-establishment of these public 
bodies. 

Dr. Gogarty said that one had only to 
look round tlie City of Dublin to see the 
immense change for the better that had been 
wrought by the City Commissioners. The 
paid city manager, as had been experienced 
on the Continent, was far more sensitive to 
his responsibilities to his employer than any 
corporation. 

Sir John Keane said that if the Govern- 
ment thought the elective method should be 
abandoned it should be abandoned in a more 
logical manner, He asked the Minister if 
he had considered the report of the Poor Law 
Commission, and particularly the recom- 
mendation in regard to a nominated Health 
Commissioner. To his mind that affected a 
compromise. The County Council under the 
recommendation would have to deal with the 
administration and pass estimates and leave 
they details to the appointed officer. 

Mr. R. Muleahy, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that the effect of Section 3 of 
the bill was to retain for the Minister the 
discretion he had under existing legislation 
to keep the Commissioner system going in 
Dublin, Dublin Union, Cork, Trim, Ennis and 
Westport. The discussion in regard to Dublin 
and Cork would seem to suggest that the 
Government had departed from the principle 
of elected bodies, That was not so. and he 
would not like it to be understood. that the 
legislation at present existing implied any 
departure from that pritfejple on the part of 
the Government. 

THE CASE OF CORK. 

In regard to Cork, if any proposals were 
put forward by any section of the citizens, 
they would receive careful and svmn-thetic 
consideration. The position in Dublin re- 
quired careful attention, and he did not think 
it could be expected that the complete ex- 
amination of the Greater Dublin Commis- 
sons Report and the formulation of its 
proposals in legislation could be concluded 
sooner than the Spring of 1929. 

They were not asking anything unreason- 
able when they asked that the present system 
of government in Dublin should be continued 
until they had put forward these proposals, 
and that the elections in Co, Dublin should 
be postponed until then. 

The bill was read a second time, 

The Defence Forces (Temporary Provi- 
sions) (No. 2) Bill, 1927, passed ‘its second 
reading. 

TARIFFS. 

The Finance (No. 2) Bill, 1927, certified 
by the Ceann Comharle of the Dail as a 
Money Bill, was presented for second read- 
ing. 

Sir John Keane proposed that the bill 
should be reconsidered by the Dail. He knew 
that there were some who regarded the posi- 
tion of a doctrinaire Free Trader as out of 
date. Only recently a manifesto, signed by 
leading men, called attention to the increas- 
ing danger of tariff barriers. The Economic 
Conference at Geneva also called attention to 
the danger involved in economic isolation by 
piling up tariff walls, limiting markets, and 
causing inefficiency that small scale produc- 
tion involved. 

In the Free State they claimed to be 
approaching the matter in a cautious manner 
by adopting what was said to be a 
‘*selected’’ method, but he was not sure 
that that was not more dangerous than a 
scientific completely guaranteed method. 

The policy of the Fianna Fail Party was 
neither restrained nor scientific—it was 
simply madness. It was attempting to build 
up a spirit of nationality through an economic 
system. They were going by prohibition and 
licence to compel articles to be made, how- 
ever unsuitable people might be, or however 
scant their raw material, however untutored 
they might be in the matter of industrial 
training. 

Referring to the Tariff Coramission, he ad- 
mitted that Civil Servants were better on a 
tribunal than business men, but they were 
far inferior to trained economists. They 
were now dealing with the first-born of that 
Commission, and taking the medical analogy 
that the youngest child was deemed to be the 
strongest he could not say what they were 
in for 

MARGARINE. 

Dealing with the proposed tariff on mar- 
garine, he said that an amount of manoeuvr- 
ing had gone on behind the scenes, and a 
state was reached at which the three appli- 
cants for the tariff disagreed. Might he be 
wrong, he asked, in suggesting that before 
that disagreement was arrived at an attempt 


was made to divide the percentage of the’ 


pool. One firm had given a guarantee as to 
price and quality, and another firm had 
withdrawn altogether. 

In imposing such tariffs they were practi- 
cally subsidising inefficient methods, for which 
the consumer, in spite of all guarantees, 
would pay, He urged the Government. to 
consider carefully the report of the Austra- 
lian Tariff Board, 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell (Lab.) said that if the 
object of the two tariffs was to give employ- 
ment, the maximum achievement to be hoped 
tor was negligible. He saw a very difficult 
problem. confronting the Customs authorities 
in trying to collect the tariff on rosary beads. 
People who went on the large pilgrimages to 
Lourdes and Reme brought back hundreds of 
rosary beads for distribution among their 
friends. Were these going to be admitted 
free of duty’ All of them were blessed and 
had no commercial value. They could not be 
sold. How were the Customs authorities to 
estimate the duty that should be collected on 
articles that had no commercial, but 
only a religious, value’ He could foresee a 
great conflict in opinion and interest between 
Church and State. It was going to make it 
very difficult for the poor to carry out their 
religious practices, 

So far as he could see, the net result of 
the tariffs had been to increase the cost of 
articles 
Mr. Westropp Bennett said that he would 
like to get assurances from the Minister that the 
collection of tariffs would not involve the en- 
gagement of additional Customs officers, and 
that the tariffs would justify whatever ex- 
pense would be involved in their collection 


CONSUMERS. 

Mr. Barrington asked whether arrange- 
ments were being made for the protection of 
consumers of margarine. In the other House 
it was stated that Irish producers had agreed 
to supply wholesalers at the existing rate. 
Had any step heen taken to see that retailers 
would not put up the price on the con- 
sumer? 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor said that he would 
favour protection for all manufactpred 
articles. y 

Sir Nugent Everard said that Sir John 
Keane had not told them of any free trade 
country they should follow. Even America 
and England were not free trade countries. 

Mr, M. F, © Hanlon said that the sohioet 
needed much close attention before free traders 
could be convinced that all-round protection 
was the panacea forall their evils. Anus- 
tralia was a highly protected country, with 
‘the result that the people were leaving the 
land and crowdin int the cities. There was 
an enormous number of unemployed, and the 
National and State Debt was increasing.

DEMAND FOR IMPROVED 
CONDITIONS, 


MR. EASON’S REMINDER. 


- 


A public meeting called by the Irish 
Fishermen’s Association for the purpose of 
drawing attention to various aspects of the 
fishing industry was held in the Dawson Hull, 
Dublin, last night. Professor E, P. ‘ ulver- 
well presided. . 

The Chairman said that the Association 
existed for the purpose of improving the lot 
of the fishermen and the efficiency of those 
engaged in the industry. The former was 
rather a matter personal to the fishermen, but 
efficiency was a matter of value to the State, 
The Association, with its limited resources, 
had not been able to accomplish all that it 
would wish, but they had succeeded in get- 
ting the oe of an organisation among 
the fishermen. e Association felt that it 
was entitled to express the opinion that the 
Department of Fisheries needed to be 
‘‘gingered up, that very little had resulted 
from the establishment of a separate Ministry 
for Fisheries five years ago. He did not 
want to put the blame on anybody. 
knew that the number engaged in the industry 
—important as it was—was limited, and it 
might be that in these days of keeping down 
taxation there would be an objection to allo- 
cating large funds for the benefit of a com- 
paratively small body. He would go so far 
in criticism as to say that the amount spent 
on fisheries by the Department was not what 
it ought to be. 

Mr. P. O'Donnell, who deputised for Mr. 
Hugo Flinn, T.D., gave an address on life 
on the West Coast, and drew a picture from 
his own personal experience of the conditions 
of existence of the fisher-farmer folk in 
Donegal. He showed that these men work 
energetically for their scanty living, and are 
neither lazy nor given to drink. In the 
spring they work fourteen to sixteen hours 
a day on their spots of land, and if there is 
no fishing atter that they go to 
Scotland, where they engage in 
hardest toil, and save up 
what they earn. The hardness 
life on the coast, said the lecturer, was 
actually crushing the people of these districts 
out of existence. As an example of how the 
population was being thinned, he stated that 
when he recently went back to a district in 
which he had been a teacher only two out of 
the twenty-seven who had been in his fourth 
standard were still in the locality. 

On the motion of Mr. O'Donnell, seconded 
by Mr. Cormac Breathnach, President of the 
Gaelic League, a vote of sympathy with the 
relatives of the fishermen lost in the recent 
Western disaster was passed. Mr. Padraig 
O Maille, speaking to the resolution, made the 
interesting statement that the people on the 
Western seaboard buy the dearest tea sold in 
this country, the reason being that it is vir- 
tually their only food, and they want the 
best 


THE WEST COAST DISASTER. 

Mr. Anthony Mackey, Castleconnell, pro- 
posed the following resolution :—‘‘ The recent 
fishing disaster on the West coast has served 
to focus public attention for the time being 
on the deplorable conditions of which it was 
but a tragic outcome. Those conditions are 
only part of the national problem of Mevelop- 
ing the resources of Ireland’s coastal waters— 
a problem which has remained practically un- 
touched up to the present. in order, there- 
fore, that effective measures may be taken in 
the near future to deal with the problem, this 
meeting calls upon all Dail deputies, particu- 
larly those for maritime constituencies, to 
take immediate steps to secure that the re- 
commendations of the recent Fishery Con- 
ference shall be implemented without delay, 
and, in addition, to see that such other 
measures are taken as are necessary to secure 
that such an appalling tragedy shall not 
occur again.” 

Mr. ‘thomas May, who seconded the pro- 
posals, stated that the Department oí 
Fisheries had never shown any interest in the 
commercial side of the industry. Unless they did 
so the carrying out of all the recommendations 
of the Conference would do no real good. A 
barrel of Western-cured herring was more 
valuable than the best bullock exported from 
the country. and yet very often, for want of 
a market, there was no use for the catches, 
except as manure for the land. 

Mr. J. Eason, President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, said that he came to 
the meeting with the object of taking back to 
the Chamber any information he could gain 
with regard to any definite, concrete pro- 
posals which the Fishermen’s Association 
wanted to press on the Government, but he 
had to say frankly that he would go away 
more ignorant and more puzzled on the sub- 
ject than when he had entered the hall. If 
the public were to be educated on the ques- 
tion of the fishing industry the Association 
would have to put before them information 
more clear and more definite than anything 
he had just listened to. The business com- 
munity of Dublin had shown in a practical 
way their sympathy with the people on the 
Western seaboard. They should also not 
forget that there was some sympathy to be 
shown to those entrusted with the disburse- 
ment of publie money, and whose duty it was 
to see that it should be expended in the best 
possible manner, In Dublin, as well as in the 
West, they had people in suffering and hard- 
ship, and they had to be helped. The pity 
was that there was not enough money avail- 
able to meet all the needs. If at any time 
the Associafion were to put forward some- 
thing practica., offering even a vague hope 
of success, they would have the support of 
the business community of Dublin, 

The resolution was carried,

that they sent the commodity into foreign 
countries and secured a certain amount of 
trade.

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said 
that the tariffs imposed in the bill were com- 
penny unimportant. Inthe case of rosary 

eads it was necessary to apply it at once, 
because forestalling could have taken place 
on a very considerable scale. There would 
be no extra costs in collection as the result 
of the teriff. There was no difficulty about 
the price of margarine, and in regard to the 
question of quality, the only thing possible 
was, in case there were complaints, to inves- 
tigate them thoroughly, and occasionally to 
have tests carried out. If it was found that 
the undertakings given by the manufactuers 
were not being kept, the Government would 
be justified in abandoning the tariff. 

It was a fact that in certain cases tariffs 
gave increased employment at no additional 
cost to the consumer.

The view the Government held was that. it 
was worth while making some small sacrifice 
in the present for the sake of getting a more 
diversified economic life. so that they could 
increase employment and keep more of their 
people at: home.

A TOTAL ECLIPSE. 


Faom Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Tue PLANets. 

Mercury is a morning star during December, 
rising about 6 a.m., during the first week. 
He may be seen low down in the South-East 
between 6.30 and 7 a.m., when the weather 
is favourable. 

Venus, though still a brilliant morning 
object, is becoming less bright, and rising 
later. She rises between 3 and 4 a.m. in the 
first half of the month. Her phase is that 
of the Moon when seven to nine days old. 
For telescopic observation she is best situated 
in the morning twilight, between 7 and 
a.m. The observer may then follow her well 
into daylight, and see her better than on a 
dark sky. | 

Mars rises at 6.32 a.m. all the month. He 
is an inconspicuous object, and will probably 
be less easy to pick up than Mercury. 

Jupiter is near the meridian in the early 
evening, and sets half an hour after mud- 
night at the beginning of the month, and 
about the same time Coteus it towards the 
end. Satellite phenomena are most interest- 
ing on the evenings of the res days— 
1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 15, 18, 20, 24, 26, 27, 29. 
The planet’s surface has been for some time 
fairly quiescent, the cloud bands being nearly 
straight and parallel. The rotation period 
of the great planet is one of the curiosities 
of the Solar System; his equatorial regions 
having a faster rotation than his higher lati- 
tudes. Quite lately a narrow strip of his 
surface, and that not at the equator, has 
been found to have a faster biaisa thán any 
other, It does not yet appear whether this 
peculiarity is permanent or not. 

Saturn is in conjunction with the Sun on 
the 3rd and invisible to the observer. 

Uranus, all through December, is very near 
the First Point of Aries. He is about 12 
minutes East and 2 degrees North of Jupiter. 
The two planets are slowly drawing closer 
together, and there will be another close con- 
junction between them in the last week of 
anuary. 

Neptune will be in very close conjunction 
with the bright star Regulus in Leo, at the 
end of December. The star and planet will 
be visible in the same telescopic field for 
several days.

Full Moon on the 8th, at 5.32 p.m. 

Last Quarter on the 16th, at 12.4 a.m. 

New Moon on the 24th, at 4.13 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 3lst, at 11.2 a.in. 
TcTaAL. ECLIPSE. 

There will be a total eclipse of the Moon 
on the evening of the 8th. In Ireland the 
first contact of the Moon with the EFarth's 
shadow takes place a few minutes before the 
Moon rises; that is to say, at 3.52 p.m. The 
Moon rises at 3.58 p.m. in Belfast, and at 
4.9 p.m. in Dublin on that eventng. She will, 
therefore, rise partially eclipsed, and from 
that time the progress of the eclipse may he 
observed uninterruptedly, provided the 
weather is fine. Total eclipse begins at 4.54. 
Middle of the eclipse at 5.35. ‘Total eclipse 
ends at 6.15. Last contact with the shadow 
at 7.18. 

Therehave been no Total Eclipses of the 
Moon visible throughout Great Britain since 
i917, with the exception of that of May 2nd, 
1920, which occurred between midnight and 
ó a.m., and so was seen by few. Added to 
which, the weather was atrocious, and those 
who did sit up only got fleeting glimpses of 
the eclipsed Moon. In the next ten years 
there will be five, of which three will «ccur 
within eighteen months, from April, 1951, to 
September, 1952. And up to 1942, inclusive, 
there will be nine. 

There will be a partial Eclipse of the Sun 
on the 24th. The area of visibility of the 
Eclipse will be confined to the South Pacific 
Ocean and Antarctica. 

THe SUN, 

On the 22nd, at 8.3 p.m:, the Sun enters 
the sign of Capricornus, at the same time 
reaching his greatest Southern Declination, 
and marking the technical beginning of 
Winter. 

Solar surface activity has been persistently 
moderate all the present year, although nom!- 
nally the sunspot maximum has almost 
arrived. At the time of writing there is a 
large group of spots just passing off the Sun’s 
western edge, but the rest of his disc is 
blank, except for one tiny dot. The great 
outburst of activity of the Autumn of 1926 
was succeeded by a slump, and things have 
been more or Jess uninteresting since. There 
has been scarcely a glimpse of Aurora this 
Autumn, so far; whereas last vear startling 
displays were witnessed in September and 
October. It remains to be seen whether the 
Sun's weather, which is to the full as 
capricious as ours, will change again in the 
near future. 

Tre Srars. 

On December Ist, at midnight; on the 
15th at 11 p.m., and on the 3lst at 10 p.m., 

Eridanus, Taurus, and Auriga are on the 
meridian, looking South. The bright star 
Capella is a little South of the zenith. Per- 
seus, Andromeda, and Aries are West of the 
meridian. Pegasus, Pisces, and Cetus are 
about to set. Orion is just East of the 
meridian. Further East are Canis. Major and 
Canis Minor, Gemini and Cancer. In the 
Kast Leo is conspicuous, the Sickle being an 
unmistakable figure. Bright stars in this 
region, besides the already mentioned Capella, 
are Sirius, Betelgeuse, Rigel, Aldebaran, 
Procyon, Castor, Pollux, and Regulus. The 
Great Bear flanks the Pole on the East, and 
Cassiopeia on the West. Below the Pole are 
the ‘‘Guards’”’ (Beta and Gamma Ursae 
Minoris), some stars of Draco (the Dragon), 
whose head, with its two eyes (Beta and 
Gamma Draconis), glares balefully down at 
all that is left in sight of Hercules, just 
above the Northern horizon. Vega is just 
visible above the edge of the horizon, N.N.W , 
and Deneb, N.W., a little higher up. 

The present is a favourable time for ob- 
serving the two great nebule—that in Orion 
and that in Andromeda. A very moderate 
telescope directed to the stars near the point 
of Orion's sword reveals a tangled mass of 
greenish light, streaked and tufted, which 
seems to cluster about the stars in this 
region, the multiple star Theta Orionis being 
right in the middle of it. With a large 
telescope the sight is a very wonderful one. 
The nebula would be easily visible to the 
naked eye but for being partly drowned by 
the light of the bright stars associated with 
it. The Andromeda nebula, in fact, is not at 
all so luminous, but is easily picked out by 
the unaided eye on a dark might. Though 
both commonly called nebule, the two bodies 
are of widely different character. The Orion 
nebula consists entirely of gas, as the spec- 
troscope plainly shows. That in Andromeda 
is a spiral nebula, and, like all its class 
(there are over 20,000 of them known), con- 
sists of stars. It is, in fact, a stellar uni- 
verse like our own, another island in the 
ocean of space. But at what a vast distance 
it lies! It has recently been shown to be 
nearly a million light-years from us, whereas 
the Orion Nebula is only 800 light-years dis- 
tant. The latter, in fact, is a part of our 
own home territory, so to speak, while the 
other is a foreign country. Not far from the 
Andromeda nebula is another spiral nebula, 
even larger in extent, in the small constella- 
tion of Triangulum. Being, however, much 
more diffuse than its neighbour, it is not 
visible ta the naked eye, and is rather difh. 
cult to find. Photographs of it show it to 
be an even more interesting object than 
that in Andromeda, It has the curious pro- 
perty of being more visible in a very small 
telescope than in a powerful one, the latter 
spreading it too much for its feeble luminosity 
to bear. It was not till the coming of celes- 
tial photography that its importance was 
recognised. 

A Comer. 

A small comet, discovered by photography 
at Heidelberg Observatory, has had more 
attention called to it in the daily Press than 
it is entitled to. It was reported as being of 
the 14th magnitude, which means that it 
requires a very powerful telescope to see it. 
Whether it il assume more respectable 
dimensions later on remains to be seen. 
These very tiny comets are now discovered at 
the rate of half a dozen or more a year. Not 
one in a hundred of them attains to naked-eye 


visibility.

DERRY BRICKLAYER’S DEATH. 


A verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death ' was re- 
turned at an inquest in Londonderry yester- 
day on Patrick Campbell (53), 31 Elmwood 
terrace, a bricklayer, who feil from a scaffold- 
ing at one of the new houses being built in 
Blucher street, on Tuesday afternoon, and 
died from a fractured skull and cerebral 
heemorrhage.

One of the workmen stated that Campbell 
stepped round to free his job, and it was 
possible that his foot caught on a brick, 
causing him to overbalance. He fell on his 
head, and he (witness) could say that the dead 
man did not take any weakness, 


MEDICAL CERTIFICATES.

SYSTEM CRITICISED AT 
INSURANCE SOCIETY. 

At the annual meeting of the South County 
Dublin Approved Insurance Society held in 
Kingstown last night, the Secretary (Mr. J. M. 
Devitt) reported that the net membership 
now was 7,476. Benefits paid during the year 
amounted to £8,961. Investments irom 
surplus funds increased £38,718, producing 
interest of £1,800 per annum.

LISBURN ELECTRIC 
SUPPLY BILL, 


- > 


The Northern House of Commons yester- 
day considered the Old Age Pensions Bull and 
the Lisburn Electric Suppiy Bill 

In the Committee stage of the Lisburn 
Electric Supply Company (Agreement) Bill, 
Mr, 8. Kyle, Leader of thé Upposition, in- 
quired the names of the directors of the new 
company to whom the Government intended 
to advance £1,450. He also inquired if 
persons residing between Belfast and Lisburn 
would have an opportunity of getting electric 
current. He also inquired if the new com- 
pany would be a public one, and if the 
pubiic would be able to take shares in it. 

The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour) explained that the Government was 
not making a grant to the company, but mak- 
ing an advance, and by means of debentures 
the Government would be secured by a charge 
on the undertaking. They had endeavoured 
to provide for the future, and had induced 
the new company to agree to lay down a 
transmission hne capable of carrying much 
more than the thousand kilowatts which the 
company thought necessary to supply Lisburn, 
in order that extensions might be made in the 
direction of Lurgan and Portadown should 
these towns desire to secure electricity from 
the Belfast Corporation. The company had 
been registered with a nominal capital of 
£100, and the directors were all locai people 
except one. 

it was the intention of the company to raise 
£50,000 capital, and every opportunity would 
be afforded to those who desired to subscribe 
capital to the undertaking. The Government 
would have power to take over the under- 
taking at any time on giving six months’ 
notice. 

THE INTEREST ON DEBENTURES. 

Mr. Crawford (Unionist) pointed out that 
no interest was to be paid upon the deben- 
tures until the company sold over one thou- 
sand kilowatts. He would like to know if 
there was any guarantee that this amount 
would be sold. 

The Minister of Commerce said that anyone 
who advanced capital for an undertaking 
must have a certain amount of hope and 
determination to push forward the under- 
taking to success. He thought that over 
one thousand kilowatts would soon be taken 
by customers of the new company. As the 
Government had asked the company to under- 
take the larger scheme aaa offered the 
money, they could not ask for representation 
on the board, as they were already fully 
secured. 

The bill passed through the Committee 
stage, and was read a third time. 

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

Mr. J. F. Gordon (Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Labour) moved the 
second reading of the Old Age Pensions (Ad- 
ministration) Bill, which, he said, provided 


Affairs and Finance to the Ministry of Labour 
of the responsibility of dealing with non- 
contributory old age pensions. He hoped 
that there would be no confusion or misap- 
prehension in the mind of old age pensioners 
that there was any intention to deal in any 
way with the pensions that they received 
The bill was a non-contentious measure. 

Mr.,Kyle (Labour) said that it was a 
mistake to regard the bill as non-contentious. 
The bill altered the whole system of adminis- 
tration of old age pensions. The voluntary 
committees were being replaced by panel 
committees of not less than two, with a chair- 
man, appointed by the Ministry of Labour. 
He moved the rejection of the measure in the 
form that it should be read three months’ 
hence. 

Mr. Healy (Nationalist) said that he had 
some experience of the: pension committees in 
Fermanagh, and he always found the 
members of the committees desirous of doing 
their best for the old people, whether they 
were Unionist or Nationalist, and he hoped 
that the new panel committees would make 
no departure from that excellent principle. 
If the Minister of Labour would give some 
guarantee to approach this question abso- 
lutely with an unbiased mind it would re- 
concile. him to some extent to the measure. 

“VERY CONTENTIOUS.” 

Mr. McAllister (Nationalist) regarded the 

bill as very contentious, a® it did away with 
popular control in the old age pension ad 
ministration. In a community like Northern 
Ireland, where differences were often vital 
and difficult to reconcile, it was a great pity 
that committees which had given confidence 
to every class of applicant for old age ‘%e7- 
sions should be discontinued without serious 
consideration and some substantial reason 
Major Shillington (Unionist), while con- 
gratulating the old age pension committees on 
their work in the past, thoucht th.t it was 
essential now that the Ministry of Labour 
had charge of other old age pension schemes 
that they should also have responsibi'ity for 
the non-contributory scheme. 
Mr. Devlin asked if the Ministry had gone 
to the British Government to get their con- 
sent for this bill. He had often urged the 
Government to go out and introdue I gis- 
lation upon its own. 

The Prime Minister—When we do it you 
scold us all the same. (Laughter.) 


LAWYERS AS UMPIRES. 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. J. M. 
Andrews) said that his department intended 
to continue the old age pension administra- 
tion in the same systematic way as it had 
been conducted in the past by the Ministries 
of Home Affairs and Finance. At present 
there was considerable overlapping between 
the three departments. The umpires 
appointed would be lawyers, and there 
was no Treason to assume that a lawyer was 
not a perfectly human individual. He knew 
many who were and none who were not. The 
Minister paid a tribute to the work of the 
voluntary committees in the past, and he 
hoped to he able to retain their services u:3-der 
the new scheme. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) declared that they were slowly but 
surely drifting into officialdom 
Mr. Miller (Unionist) said that he con- 
sidered that the new arrangement would work 
better than the old one, but inquired what 
would be done in regard to tae secretaries 0 
the local committees. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) complained that chair. 
men or umpires did not give fair ~onsidera- 
tion to applicants, and he alleged that only 
one in ten of the applications that came be- 
fore them were conceded. It was his 
opinion that they were paid upon results. 
The Minister of Iabour—lIl will always, as 
long as I am a member of this House, defend 
to the utmost of my power those serving the 
Department faithfully, and I want to em- 
hatically deny the statement made by Mr. 
Seattie that these faithful persons in dis- 
charging their duties to the courts are paid 
by results 
Mr. Beattie—They are faithful to your sec- 
tion, but not faithful to mine. 
Mr. William M‘Mullan (Labour) maintained 
that there was no necessity for the charge. 
Mr. T. J. Harbison (Nationalist), who is 
himself a solicitor, said that he considered 
that a lawyer was not the best person to hold 
the position of umpire in regard to old age 
pensions, because by his training a lawyer 
would be too insistent on having strict legal 
proof, and that was not always possible to 
obtain in the case of old age pension applica- 
tions. 

REASON FOR THE CHANGE. 
The Minister of Finance said that the only 
reason for the change in the administration 
of the system was to secure efficiency and 
economy. The present cost of administering 
the old age scheme was over £40,000, and he 
anticipated a saving of from £10,000 to 
£15,000 by having the control under one de- 
partment. 
Replying to Mr. Cahir Healy, the Miuister 
of Labour gave an assurance that in the ap- 
pointment of Chairmen of the committees, 
neither politics or religion would enter into 
the matter. 
The second reading was passed by 22 votes 
to nine, and the House was adjourned until 
to-morrow.

FREE STATE. 
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OPERATION OF THE 
NEW ACT. 


THE INITIAL. RUSH TO 
REGISTER, 
en : 


The Industrial and Commercial Property 
(Protection) Act, in so far as it affects patents, 
ha been in operation for about eight weeks, 
and has brought a large volume of work to 
the Government Registration Office at 45 
Merrion square, Dublin. 

Mr. Peter Kearney, Peace 
sioner, who is practising as a 
Agent at 56 Merrion square, 
told an Jrish Ttmes representative that 
the Government Registration Office had 
settled down to its important work aiier the 
initial rush to register existing British patents 
in the Free State. The staif at the Patent 
Office in London, however, 1s unable to deal 
punctually with the issue of thousands of 
certificates in addition to carrying on its 
normal duties. v 

Opinion among experienced patent and 
trade mark agents seems to indicate that not 
more than ten per cent. of the inventions 
patented in England will also be patented 
in the Free State. There are something like 
48,000 patents in force at any one time in 
Great Britain, and it might normally be 
anticipated that from 3,000 to 5,000 of these 
will be placed upon the Irish register. 

Of the 15,000 patents annually granted in 
Great Britain, the expectation, upon the 
same basis, would be an annual number of 
applications in the Saorstat of from 1,000

proportion of patents may 
unduly small, but it is by no means 
out of proportion with the relative 
industrial production, population and con- 
sumption of commodities in the two countries, 
Moreover, experience shows that the value 
of a patent to the inventor in the country 
where he resides or does business is in- 
finitely is in the majority of cases than 
its total value in the whole of the rest of 
the world. Exceptions are numerous, and 
the prizes sometimes enormous; but the 
inventor who makes a profit on patents taken 
out in distant countries has generally not 
only an exceptional invention, but exceptional 
energy and business acumen as well. 

The case of a manufacturer with existing 
export markets is entirely different: he pro- 
fits by preserving his markets against cheap 
imitations, and é generally gains _in- 
directly by increased sales and pro- 
fits. Such indirect advantages are 
more liable to be forgotten than — over- 
estimated when a patentee in this category 
is considering whether to incur the cost of 
patenting a promising invention in additional 
territories. 

RENEWED REGISTRATIONS. 

Some 12,40 applications for registration 
of trade marks are received annually 
in London, and some 8,000 marks are 
actually registered. At the end of every 
fourteen years a trade mark can, as in the 
Saorstat, be renewed for a further fourteen 
years, and in 1926 there were actually over 
6,000 marks renewed. There will thus 
probably be something like 200,000 trade 
marks on the London register at one time, 
and it would not be surprising to see as many 
as 50,000 of these eventually registered in 
Dublin, with a possible addition year by year 
of something like 2,000 new applications, and 
1,500 actual new marks entered on the 
register. The reason is not far to seek. 

Whereas a patent covers a particular new 
article or process, which may or may not 
prove of any value, which is liable to be

early date, and which cannot in any case be 
maintained for more than sixteen years, a 
trade mark is the subject of a perpetual 
monopoly, of which the value can be in- 
creased from year to year by advertising, 
publicity and use. The registered trade 
mark is hardly open to attack after seven 
years, and it becomes the symbol of a 
manufacturer’s or trader’s goodwill through- 
out the whole world; and proprietors of 
valuable marks or valuable goodwill to which 
a potentially valuable mark is to be attached 
are prompt and jealous to register their 
marks in every place where there is even a 
remote possibility of establishing a market. 


ATTRACTING NEW PURCHASERS. 


Where manufacturers, growers and trade's 
believe in the quality of their goods, they 
should pay the greatest attention to their 
ready identification. The trade mark is an 
indication that its proprietor himself believes 
in his goods, and expects them to be asked 
for again. It attracts the new purchaser as 
much as it enables the old purchaser to repeat 
his order, and individual Irish traders will 
be well advised to mark their goods with 
marks capable of registration, and to register 
their marks in existing and potential markets. 
The requirements under the Act as to what 
marks are registrable are simple—broadly, a 
mark not already established, and serving, in 
fact, to identify the goods of the proprietor, 
should contain or consist of one of .the 
following :— 

1. The signature (or some other nitely 
exclusive and distinctive representation ot 
the name) of the proprietor. ' 
2. An invented word or words; and not a 
mere mis-spelling of a well-known word or 
phrase. 
3. A word (whether invented or not) 
which has no direct reference to the nature or 
quality of the goods, and is not a geographical 
name or surname. 

4. A device or monogram. 

Anyone who chooses such a mark is fusssy 
certain of getting it registered anywhere, 
subject always to its not being sufficiently 
like some mark already registered in the 
country in question, to be liable to cause 
confusion or mistake.

DR. SELIG’S LECTURE.

Dublin. 

Germany, said. Dr. Selig, played an interest- 
ing part in the development of the League 
of Nations, and in the development of the 
fact that the League was now more pleasing 
and encouraging for the students of peace. 
Only a few years ago the majority of the 
German people spoke of the League as being 
no good. They said that it was born in an 
atmosphere of hatred and revenge, and was 
composed of the victors. That was the 
opinion not only of the people who believed 
in force—these hopeless people—but of those 
who honestly hglieved that the League was 
only a new trick of force, only a new flag 
under which the old methods of force and 
war could be carried out. The other part of 
the German people—decided believers in the 
League—said that it was the best and nearest 
way to peace. To-day the great majority of 
the Germans were not only interested in and 
ardent approvers, but supporters of, the 
League. 

Dealing briefly with the subject of Ger- 
many’s capacity to pay reparations, the 
lecturer said that many young German people 
would tell them that the wore they worked 
and the more they saved the more they would 
have to pay in taxation, not only for national 
purposes, but for foreign demands. Germany 
had no money and no raw materials, so that 
she could only pay with work in more or less 
finished products, and she would require 
other nations to open their markets to her, so 
that she might be able to pay. The alterna- 
tive was that other nations shonld accept 
reparation payment in the form of goods. 

In regard to responsibility for the war, 
she said that students did not believe that 
Germany was guilty. It was important that 
that question should get a fair investigation 
and trial, and before judgment was passed. 
Speeches of statesmen and speeches at war 
memorials would not solve the problem; it 
would have to be solved more in the spirit 
of the new policy, more in the spirit of 
Locarno. (Applause.) 

Professor Binchy, National University of 
Ireland, who presided, conveyed the hearty 
thanks of the audience to Dr. Selig for her 
lecture. 


PARADE OF UNEMPLOYED 
IN DUBLIN. 


POLICE STOP MEETING, 


The members of the National Unemployed 
Association again paraded Dublin streets 
yesterday, but were not allowed to hold a 
meeting in Foster place, College Green, at 
noon, as had been announced. A dozen 
policemen. guarded the approach to Foster 
place. When the crowd of unemployed men, 
numbering about 500, arrived at the meeting 
place they were told that they could not hold 
their meeting. They then moved on quietly, 
but returned by a circuitous route to be 
again confronted by a police cordon. Mr. 
James Larkin then arrived on the scene and 
conversed with one of the police officers. The 
police remained adamant, and the whole party 
then marched to Unity Hall, the headquarters 
of the association, where the men were 
addressed by Mr. Larkin. 

Later a strong force of police took up duty 
in College Green in case of emergency, but 
nothing untoward occurred. 


DISTRESS IN RATHDOWN.

DEPUTATION TO WAIT ON 
MINISTER. 


The Rathdown Rural Council yesterday held 
a special meeting to consider, with a view to 
relieving unemployment, the question of 
undertaking a water supply scheme for. the 
Barnaculla district. 

Mr. A. W. Cullen, Chairman, said that it 
would appear from statements made in the 
Dail that the grant for relieving unemploy- 
ment was to be had for the asking. It was 
now shown that the Council had to put up a

DECREE AGAINST FORMER 
CONSTABULARY OFFICER. 


In a suit by his wife for arrears of a 
separation agreement £50 damages were 
awarded against Edward B. Dickinson, an ex- 
captain of the Royal Ulster Special Con- 
stabulary, in the Belfast. Recordens Court 
yesterday. 

Mrs. Dickinson said that before defendant's 
disbandment he had agreed to pay her 
£7 17s. 6d. weekly, but this had since been 
reduced to £3 a week. She had three children 
to support; and had received no money for 
three or four months. 

Mr. B. J. Fox, for the defendant, said that 
after his disbandment he was out of work for 
four months, and then got a position at £3 10s. 
a week. He was also getting a weekly Army 
allowance, and was willing to give his wife 
£2 15s. weekly. 

The Recorder said that he had no power to 
modify the agreement, and gave a decree for 
the full amount of £50. fie added that it 
would obviously be in the interest of both 
parties that they should come to an agree- 
ment.

Mr. W. Hayden, Vice-President of 
Dublin Literary Society, presided at 
meeting of that ‘body last night, when Mr. 
Frank Hugh O'Donnell severely criticised the 
Abbey Theatre. 

tie asked, “Where is the Irish drama 
going?’ He began with the work of a small 
society’ that existed in Dublin in 1900, which 
was, he said, the beginning of the Irish 
dramatic movement of to-day. <A great loss 
to that movement was caused by the death 
of Edward Martin, whose name should not 
be forgotten, He had yet to be convinced 
that tue Abbey Theatre nad built up a school 
of Irish drama. In most of the plays which were 
produced in that theatre an extraordinary 
typeof Irish peasant was depicted, with 
their twisted dialogue and queer imaginings, 
all so foreign to real Irish life. 

The only Irish dramatic author whose 
peasant creations he could entirely accept was 
Mr. I. C. Murray, and he was disposed not 
to quarrel with Mr. William Boyle, Mr. 
Daniel Corkery, Mr. G. Shiel and Mr. 
Brinsley Macnamara for their work. tHe 
could not quite accept Mr, Yeats’s or Lady 
Gregory's, or the late Mr. Synge s peasants, 
whose buffoonery was disgusting. wir 
synge’s ' Playboy, frum being a tragedy, 
became a piece of comedy. Nobody could 
create an irish peasant but a peasant, lke 
himself (the speaker), for. instance. 

THE ABBEY MANAGEMENT. 

To-day, however, the Abbey was attempt- 
ing to carry out Mr. Martin’s ideals. it was 
a healthy sign. ‘Lhe Government was sub- 
scribing £800 a year to the Abbey, and he 
asked if the Jlrish people were going 
to accept direction ot the Abbey trom 
such a befuddied group as those who 
now directed it. ‘they ought to have 
doue more for [Irish drama than they 
were doing, and less for foreign writers, like 
Kaiser, Strindberg and Pirandello, who were 
not understood by frequenters of the Abbey. 
Where was Irish drama to come from? he 
asked. Not from the Abbey, he feared. There 
were at least a dozen competent writers of 
drama, but they had no outlet for their work 
in the Abbey Theatre. There should be, he 
said, some alliance between those writers and 
the people who directed the theatre. 

‘**' Those of us, he declared, ‘‘ who are 
disposed to produce Irish drama—lI had many 
of mine rejected—are not getting a fair crack 
of the whip.” ‘The Dublin Drama: League 
gave the public foreign works; and the Gaelic 
Dramatic Society were doing good work, 
although they seemed to be keener upon 
translation than creation Hitherto Insh 
drama had been controlled by a clique, and, 
as the Government hat recognised the Abbey, 
he thought that it was time that the direc- 
tion of that theatre should be taken out of 
the hands of such a clique, and that the 
‘“‘lads’’ in the country towns who were in- 
clined to write should be encouraged. 

THE DISCUSSION. 

A general discussion followed, in the course 
of which Mr. J. H. Hutchinson said that, 
although there may have been too much of 
Yeats and Lady Gregory, the Abbey had 
served the country well. He would prefer 
one play like Mr. Murray’s ‘‘ Birthrnght’’ 
than a shipload of plays like Synge’s 

Mr. T. €. Murray said that if plays were 
rejected by the directors of the Abbey there 
must have been good reason for it. 

Mr. Hayes and others defended the Abbey 
policy.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 


STARKIE. 


Dr. Walter Starkie, F.,T.C.D., lectured 
vesterday afternoon in t Graduates’ 
Memorial Hall, Trinity College, Dublin, on 
“The Argentine and Its Resources.” Dr. 
Starkie desuribed the general features of the 
country and gave a brief summary of its early 
history, showing the important part played 
by the Spanish Conquistadores in the early 
days. He referred to the influence of the 
Jesuits in the 17th century in spreading 
civilisation and education, and especially in 
protecting the Indians against the Spanish at 
one time, and the Portuguese another. ‘The 
War of Independence of 1810 was described, 
and the various vicissitudes the country went 
throtigh, and the outstanding personalities of 
the time. The development of the literature 
and the spiritual and cultural life of the 
country was outlined, and the lecturer em- 
phasised the very considerable’ sense of 
nationality that is evident in the country. 

Senor Molina Salas, Argentine -Consnl, 
presided, and after the lecture thanked Dr. 
Starkie for the work he is doing in making 
the Argentine and Ireland better known to 
each other.

THE DUBLIN | 
LIBRARLES. 


WORK DONE UNDER 
DIFFICULTIES,

The municipal libraries in Dublin are no 
longer regarded as existing for the benefit of 
the poorer class of citizens only, or, rather, 
of those who cannot afford to buy books, 

either for recreative or cultural purposes. 

Their resources are utilised by professional 
and business men, civil servants and stu- 
dents, as well as by the members of working- 
class families. 

An Irish Times representative, who had a 
talk with Mr. Thomas Gay, head of the 
public library in Capel street, gathered some 
interesting facts in -regard to that long 
established institution for the lending out of 
books. The library has a stock of 14,206 
volumes, of which 6113 are classed as fiction. 
That term, it remembered 
Goyers nowadays a much wider field 
of literature than mere _ novel-writing. 
Fiction in the novel shape, is becoming more 
and more the prevailing mode of literary ex- 
pression in all countries when men and 
women have a message te give to the world. 

The fiction in Capel street is not confined 
to the classics, such as the novels of Scott, 
Thackeray, Dickens, and the other standard 
English novelists. In includes a wide range 
of the works of the French, Ge 
man, Russian, and Scandinavian moder 

writers. For thess there is a 
constant and growing demand from readers 
educated beyond the primary school standard. 
It was interesting to hear that there are 
many readers of Strindberg’s plays, a fact 
for which the existence of the Abbey Theatre 
in our midst may account. Of the 9,900 
volumes issued during October last, just 
over 400 were in the Tebaiteneats of poetry, 
drama and belles lettres. 

During the seven complete months— April 
to October-—of the present year the issues 
from the library amounted to 68,515. The 
corresponding number of the whole of 1926 
was 67,006, and that figure marked a great 
advance on the preceding year’s. In the 
seven months the entire stock of miscel- 
laneous works was sent out twice, and that 
of fiction eight times. In other words, three 
works of fiction were issued for one serious 
work, When considering this comparison, 1t 
must be borne in mind that it takes much 
longer to read a volume on some serious sub- 
ject—art, scicnce, history, and so one—than 
it does to read a novel. 

According to Dr. Borstorick, the American 
authority on public libraries, the proportion ' 
in the matter of reading time is three to one. 
Taking that into consideration, there can be 
no doubt that the cultural deductive influences 
of Dublin’s public libraries are much more 
important and far-reaching than is generally 
realised.

WOMAN READERS. 

Mr. Gay, who has just heen elected Chair- 
man of the Library Service Branch of the 
Local Government Officials’ Union, informed 
our representative that there are about as 
many women as men among the readers, and 
there is a marked increase in the number of 
the former who take out works other than 
fiction. There is, for instance, a constant run 
on books dealing with domestic science, 
especially the recently added treatises on the 
subject. With reference to the cinemas, he 
said that that form of entertainment is a 
decided aid to the library movement, for 
many people become general readers whose 
first visit to the library has been to procure 
the original book of something they have seen 
on the screen. He is convinced that a great 
deal more could be done in the utilisation of 
the cinema for the development of the read- 
ing habit, especially among young people. 

At Capel street the work is carried on under 
difficulties. The premises, originally converted 
from other uses, are in no way suitable for 
the purposes of a library with a monthly 
issue of close on ten thousand volumes. The 
place where the books are kept, and 
which is used by readers when making 
their selection, resembles a pawnshop 
vather than a library. The capacity of the 
premises is not equal to the demands made 
upon it, with, of course, a consequent restric- 
tion in the scope of the institution’s activities. 
The space available for reference library pur- 
poses is so small as to take grievously from 
the usefulness of that department. However, 
with all their handicaps, Mr. Gay and his 
stafi are doing good work in Capel street, 


PEARSE STREET. 


Mr. David Barry, who is Librarian in the 
much better equipped institution in Pearse 
street, said that “the library records show a 
marked increase in the demand for all classes 
of literature, and the daily average in the 
lending department has been increased by 
150 as compared with the corresponding 
period for last year. Fiction still accounts 
for the greater portion of the books read, but 
statistics in this respect hardly represent the 
true reflection of the public taste, inasmuch 
as one can usually read a novel in much less 
time than it takes to get through a work of 
a more serious nature. Again, such authors 
as Donn Byrne, L. Merrick, H. Walpole, G. 
Cannan, S. Kaye-Smith, Rose Macaulay—all 
very popular—represent something more than 
“fiction” as that much misused term 1s 
generally understood. 

“In the more RR á classes oí books, 
modern works on -philosophy, sociology, 
nature study, business organisation, sport, 
travel, drama, biography, and works in Irish 
are in large demand. More particularly does 
this refer to books written in popular and 
non-technical style on art, science, hygiene, 
etc. This latter class of book, written for 
the general reader with no technical 
knowledge, is a modern development of great 
value, and is of increased importance in rais- 
ing the general standard of knowledge and 
citizenship. , 

“The modern movement in the direction 
of adult education is receiving great atten- 
tion in other countries, and the possibilities 
in this direction are immense. The organisa- 
tion of a library scheme whereby the resources 
of all libraries, public, academic, university, 
scientific, technical, etc., are made available 
to all readers is the ideal to be aimed at. 
Ireland has much to do in this direction, but 
there is no reason why she should not play 
her full part in the movement. Adult educa- 
tion. by the way, must not be interpreted in 
terms of school extension courses. 

“ As regards children’s reading, while the 
younger indulge in fairy stories and simple 
tales, the other children show a taste for 
school stones, nature stories, adventure 
stories, etc. The supply of juvenile literature 
in these countries is largely restricted to 
stories. The ‘instructive’ and goody-goody 
‘types are quite out of date.”

Transport Reform. 


Yesterday, in the Free State Senate, the 
debate was resumed on Senator O’Farrell’s 
motion relating to the regulation and co- 
ordination of the inland transport services. 
He asks the Senate to record the opinion 
that the transport problem is urgent and 
requires the early consideration of the 
Executive Council. This is a moderate 
request; it merely invites the commit- 
ment of the Chamber to a commonplace. 
We regret, therefore, the more keenly, 
the singularly unhelpful speech of Presi- 
dent Cosgrave. We hold that the stronger 
motion—which was withdrawn last week— 
calling on the Executive Council to set up 
a Transport Ministry was in no wise ex- 
travagant, since it pointed to what we 
believe to be the real remedy for the 
present ills. Mr. Cosgrave might oppose 
such a motion on the ground that he de- 
sired freedom in seeking the solution of 
the problem; but yesterday he virtually 
took the attitude that there was no 
problem. More than once the President 
of the Executive Council has shown him- 
self a man of vision and enterprise. It 
is puzzling to find him apparently blind 
to a situation which has arisen in every 
civilised land, and not peculiarly in 
Ireland. In South Africa Sir William 
Hoy utters the warning that rail and road 
competition has “reached the stage when 
it threatens vitally to jeopardise State 
interests.” In England measures are 
being prepared for submission to Parlia- 
ment in the New Year. Are we to sup- 
pose that the Free State alone can control 
the new traffic with the machinery of a 
past age, or are we invited to take the 
pessimistic, and unjustified, attitude that 
the Free State is so decadent a country 
that no further expansion of motor 
transport need be anticipated? We can- 
not believe that the Government which 


“has been author of many bold and en- 


lightened policies of reform takes either 
of these feeble views of the country’s 
transport. 

In Mr. Cosgrave’s speech there were 
hints of the notion that the beginning 
and end of the problem was the adjustment 
of the traffic load between road and rail. 
The speeches of some Senators drew atten- 
tion to other aspects of the matter. 
Senator Farren pointed out that at 
present there is no efficient inspection of 
omnibuses, that many road vehicles are 
built on a plan that renders them death- 
traps, that overloading is rife. Senator 
Duffy showed that expansion of road 
transport was essential to the welfare of 
the farming population, and that under 
‘the present chaotic management omnibuses 
‘were run to the public peril by over-worked 
men. A score of similar arguments, all 
bearing on economy and efliciency in 
national transport services, and on the 


| public safety, could be added. As for the 


objection raised by Senator Sir Thomas 
Esmonde that a new Ministry would be 
expensive, we reply that no expense would 
be too great to avert but one of those fatal 
accidents which, as we reported yesterday, 


are increasing at an appalling rate. The 


considerations which ought to weigh most 
heavily with the Government, after that 
urgent consideration of public safety, are 
two. In the first place, the Free State’s 
vital interest is a prosperous agriculture. 
To that end a well-co-ordinated and 
economic transport system, enabling pro- 
duce to be carried with rapidity and 
cheapness from the Irish farm to the 
market across the Channel, is essential. 
With farm produce may be coupled the 
produce of the fisheries, at present largely 
going to waste for lack of expedition in 
transport. In the second place, the tourist 
industry, in which Mr. Cosgrave has ex- 
pressed so lively and sympathetic an in- 
terest, cannot thrive until travel in 
Ireland is cheap and rapid, whether by 
road or rail. These considerations show 
that, if no world-wide transport problem 
had arisen, the Free State still would find 
transport reform a prime condition of 
economic restoration. We would wish to 
see the Free State Government a 
pioneer among Governments in this 
matter. Are we to see it, instead, the 
laggard of Europe, tinkering at piecemeal 
control ‘of an enormous force, and loading 


the future with losses and expense?

University Degrees. 

“Munn’s status as a pugilist is an 
unusual one; for he is believed to be the 
only prize fighter holding the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts.” So it is written of the 
American boxer in whose defeat Phil 
Scott, the British heavy-weight champion, 
renewed his reputation. Why does Munn’s 
university degree count to him for 
righteousness? The question suggests an 
inquiry into the significance of those 
degrees which are conferred, in steadily 
increasing numbers, by the three 
universities of two Irish States. What 
do our younger graduates suppose that 
they are getting in return for their fees 
and for their burning of the midnight 
oil? The paramount motive of their labour 
iseconomic. Degrees always were essential 
—or virtually essential—for appointments 
in the Church, the law and medicine; 
now they are required in all branches of 
the teaching profession and in all the 
higher departments of the Civil Service. 
Graduates who regard their degrees 
merely as a key to the realm of know- 
ledge, which henceforward must be ex- 
plored for its own sake, are, and will be, 
a small minority. To the economic motive 
we must add the motive of a kindred 
ambition. Most of the young people who 
now take university degrees are the sons 
and daughters of men whose own school- 
ing was short and simple. The young 
people hope that their degrees will enable 
them to “better themselves ” not only 
financially, but socially. The theory 
seems to be that the letters “B.A.” on a 
visiting card constitute a proper passport 
to those circles which have set the 
standards, and have maintained’ the 
ideals, of social culture in Ireland. It 
is argued that callings in which degrees 
recently were made indispensable have 
become entitled, by that very fact, to a 
social recognition that hitherto they have 
not enjoyed. 

We have the utmost sympathy with 
the ambitions of youth, whose dis- 
content—when justified by talent—is one 
of the great forces of progress. Neverthe- 
less, we cannot accept the claim that a 
university degree creates, ipso -facto, a 
superior social status, and we see danger 
in it. Once the universities were recruited 
mainly from a class upon which birth, 
breeding, an inherited outlook and 
moderate wealth had conferred a definite 
standing in society. This class estab- 
lished, during some four hundred years, 
the tradition that gave an envied and 
specific significance to a university degree. 
To-day the universities of these islands, even 
the oldest of them, are suffering a swift 
process of democratisation. Probably, they 
are gaining much; perhaps, they are 
losing something; certainly, a university 
degree no longer connotes the particular 
sort of social culture which it connoted 
thirty years ago. It may guarantee— 
though we are doubtful—more book learn- 
ing. It does not guarantee the manners, 
the balanced judgment, the knowledge of 
the world, the tolerant attitude, the 
quality of self-repression, the sense of 
public duty which continue to be prized 
by the inheritors of the old tradition. 
Why, then, should we pretend that to-day 
every young graduate’s parchment endows 
him or her with a social culture that 
involves a higher social status? Indeed, 
we think that persons in authority who 
encourage this notion are preachers of a 
mischievous fallacy. The enthronement 
of amainly technical culture may produce 
a levelling down instead of a levelling-up. 
The “divinely gifted man’’ who, by his 
sheer genius and personality, fashions his 
own culture and dominates any society is a 
rare creature. Most of us will be happiest 
and most useful when we are doing our 
duty in that stage of life to which it has 
pleased God to call us, and we think 
that preachers ought to be content to 
interpret “social status’? in the plain 
terms of their Catechism. Ireland easily 
can pay too much for the fetish of 
university degrees. ' 


f. <A German Critic. 


The British Broadcasting’ Company 
made an interesting experiment last even- 
ing, when it prevailed upon Dr. Lion 
Feuchtwanger, the German author of that 
well-known novel, “Jew Siiss,’’ to address 
the British public on the delicate subject 
of its literary taste. Dr. Feuchtwanger’s 
knowledge of the English language is not 
perfect ; yet he managed to make himself 
understood by thousands of invisible 
listeners, and showed by his remarks that 
he had an appreciation of English taste 
which is shared by few of his countrymen. 
Germans never have been able to under- 
stand the English. For generations their 
writers have been trying to analyse the 
Anglo-Saxon attitude towards lile; but 
they have failed, simply because their 
severely scientific methods break down 
completely when they are faced with the 
paradoxes of the English character. Dr. 
Feuchtwanger admits freely that England 
baffles him, although the English public’s 
reception of his book, naturally enough, 
has given him a high opinion of its taste. 
He tries to account for the fact that the 
nation which appreciates “Jew Siiss’’ also 
has bought twenty-three million copies of 
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the works of the late Nat Gould, and, dis- 
missing these cases as extreme, decides 
that the English magazine provides the 
safest key to the average taste of the 
population. His study of magazines has 
led him to the conclusion that the English 
reader must have logic in his literature, 
that “even in a heap of pleasing non- 
sense’? there must be consistent contact 
with reality. Dr, Feuchtwanger may be 
right. Nobody can lay down the law on 
a question of literary taste. We are 
inclined to think, however, that educated 
Englishmen have much the same taste as 
educated Frenchmen or even educated 
Germans. In Dr. Feuchtwanger’s own 
country at present English authors are 
even more popular than Germans, while 
in England “ Jew Siiss”’ is a better seller 
than most English novels of the day. 
Although at one time the English public 
may have been prejudiced against foreign 
authors, the reproach of literary insularity 
no longer has any basis in fact. 


Loans for Farmers. 


The British Government has decided to 
take a leaf out of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s book, and next session a scheme will 
be introduced in the House of Commons 
to provide credits for farmers. Like his 
Irish neighbour, the English farmer has 
suffered severely in the past through 
lack of credits. The banks have been 
chary of advancing money on land, and 
such credits as have been granted have 
been generally for a short time. In these 
circumstances, the agricultural community 
has been unable to develop its industry 
properly since the war. Every day the 
migration from the farm to the city and 
town is increasing, and England is 
becoming more and more dependent on 
overseas supplies of food. Under the new 
scheme, which in some respects follows 
Mr. P. H. Hogan’s plan closely, an 
agricultural mortgage organisation will 
be formed which will arrange advances of 
money to farmers at the lowest possible 
rates. It will deal with short, as well as 
with reasonably long, term credits; but 
there is no question of a subsidy, and the 
suggestion that money will be lent at 
nominal rates is baseless. As in the case 
of the Free State Agricultural Credits 
Corporation, short term loans will be made 
on ‘‘chattel mortgages’’—in other words, 
farmers will be able to raise money on the 
security of their live-stock and their rrow- 
ing crops, This innovation will be a great 
boon to agriculturists, and it is hoped 
that, under the new scheme, there will be 
a considerable advance in English farm- 
ing next year. England cannot afford to 
allow the native industry to decline. The 
experience of the war proved that much 
can be done to increase domestic output, 
but without adequate credits nothing is 
possible. All loans under the English 
scheme wil] be issued through the banks, 
whereas in the Free State the Agricultura! 
Credits Corporation will be authorised to 
receive deposits and to act as a bank itself, 
In this respect, we think, the Irish scheme 
is superior; but only practical experience 
will enable the relative merits of the two 
plans to be compared. 


DRAMA IN THE 
PROVINCES. 


COUNTY WEXFORD’S VILLAGE 


PLAYERS. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


T se in the country towns of Ireland 


first-class drama, is appreciated has 

been proved by the Shakespearian tours 
of the MacMaster Company. Drama is also 
appreciated in the villages, and, what 1s more, 
it is sometimes written and acted therein. A 
week ago a lucky chance brought me down 
to County Wexford, and I was thus able to 
see the Kilmuckridge Dramatic Society close 
its autumn season by a performance at Bally- 
garrett. Kilmuckridge is a small village ten 
miles from the nearest railway station; and 
the Kilmuckridge Dramatic Society, if that 
be its correct title, consists of farm labourers 
and villagers. The play that I saw was 
written and produced by the village school- 
master, Mr. MacDonald. I confess that I 
went to see it from a sense of duty, expecting 
it to be deserving, but dull—but it was far 
from dull. It was subtle, witty, topical, and 
was written in a racy dialect which came 
naturally from the mouths of the actors, some 
of whom, by the way, showed considerable 
natural talent. 

As to the staging, the curtain was like a 
large blind. When they wanted to raise it 
one stalwart on each side rolled it up and 
rested it on his shoulders. When they wanted 
to drop it they fiterally let it drop. The 
footlights were candles, and their guttering 
proximity to the curtain made one fear 
another Drumcollogher. The back-cloth was 
unchanged; it was the usual village street 
that you see in any music hall. The change 
of scene, which was frequent, was signified 
by a man (who would make a fine broad- 
casting announcer) coming out when the 
curtain had dropped and describing what the 
next scene ai be. He fulfilled the com- 
bined functions of programme and scenery. 

“MY WILD IRISH ROSE.” 

The title of the play was ' My Wild Irish 
Rose,” the main theme poteen-making, the 
scene County Galway. The action opens in 
the cottage of Seamus raided by Civic 
Guards; the poteen escapes, but Seamus is 
implicated. His son Tim goes to Galway to 
sell the poteen. He offers it to a rich 
publican (the very type of gombeen man), 
who refuses to accept it except at an in- 
ordinately low price. Tim refuses to sell; 
so, to spite him, the publican directs him to 
the house of a man who will take the poteen 
from him. This turns out to be the Excise 
officer. But he is far more eager to catch the 
publican than to catch Tim; so they conspire 
together, and the result is an amusing trial, 
in which Tim, disguised, is the chief witness 
for the successful prosecution. Meanwhile, 
the Governor-General has commuted Seamus’s 
penalty for a small fine. He playacts with 
the Guards, and the poteen incident ends in 
merriment. 

Mixed up with th) main theme there is a 
somewhat irrelevant love interest. It ends 
with the abduction through a window of Tim's 
sister, ‘‘the wild Irish Rose.’’ This, how- 
ever, in the best Chaucerian tradition, is not 
really the girl at all, but her father dressed 
up: so the astonished Yankee suitor, set upon 
by her sturdy brothers, finds her a far 
thornier rose than he had expected. Like the 
plays of Moliére, who was primarily a touring 
playactor, the piece was enlivened by song 
and dance. It was more entertainment than 
formal play. And it was comedy, not farce. 
for behind the boisterous humour lay wisdom 
and human nature. 

PLAYERS AND AJDIENCE. 

The audience appreciated it thoroughly. 
The hall, lent by the parish priest, was 
crammed. There were men standing up at 
the back and sides. Many had seen it before, 
for this was its fourth performance. After 
the show I asked an Irish baronet, who 
knows both England and Ireland well, what 
he had thought of it. He answered that he 
thought it was excellent; it was one of the 
most hopeful and unexpected things that he 
had seen in Ireland; it was more significant 
than a political triumph. But enthusiastic as 
he was about the play he was even more 
struck by the audience. In England, he 
said, you could never get such a gentlemanly 
country audience. When they saw their 
friends on the stage, they would laugh and 
hoot. 

Great credit was due to Mr.: MacDonald. 
If there were more such schoolmasters, 
able to write, act and produce a play. 
to sing and to play the mandoline; and 
if there were more priests, such as those 
who enthusiastically supported the perform- 
ance, rural Ireland Ainm cg be a better and a 
merrier place I understand that Mr. 
MacDonald is going to produce another play 
at Christmas-time, May he have every 
success! There should be a good opening in 
Ireland for a small travelling theatre on the 
lines of the Arts Theatre in England. For

The Lloyd George Fund. 


Mr. Lloyd George at last has succumbed 
to the fierce criticism which has assailed 
his personal administration of what has 
become known as the Lloyd George Fung 
This accumulation of between two and 
three millions was built up during the 
days of the Coalition, mainly to combai 
the spread of Socialism. It has been under 
his sole control and used mainly for 
furthering the Liberal cause, or, rather 
those particular planks in the Liberal 
programme which appeal mostly to Mr 
Lloyd George himself. The disposition of 
this money has been the subject of much 
acrimonious discussion among the sections 
which now make up the Liberal Party, 
and he has acted wisely at last in handing 
the fund over to four trustees, whesa 
administration of it should be accepted 
without cavil.

ENGLISH TASTE IN 
READING. 
VIEWS OF HERR LION 
FEUCHTWANGER. 


A broadcast talk on “The Taste of the 
English Reader’’ was given last night 
from London and Daventry by Herr Lion 
Feuchtwanger, author of “Jew Siiss,”’ 
whose latest novel, “The Ugly Duchess,”’ 
has just been published in English. 

In a conversation with a Press repre- 
sentative on his arrival in England a few 
days ago, the German author expressed 
grave doubts of his ability to pronounce 
the “terrible” diphthong “th,” and 
those who listened to his address on the 
wireless last might could not help 
feeling that his worst fears had been 
realised. Although he spoke for only 
fifteen minutes, and although loud speaker 
and head-phone reception was excellent, 
it was impossible to follow more than a 
fraction of his remarks. In his endeavour 
to make himself quite clear, however, he 
repeated himself somewhat, and this gave 
listeners a chance of understanding the 
general tenor of his remarks. The 
structure of his sentence was perfect; it 
was only the pronunciation that baffled 
those who were listening in. 

He had been told by those who pro- 
fessed to know that the taste of the 
English reader was not good, and he did 
not like that opinion, “because,” said 
Herr Feuchtwanger naively, “if you are 
appreciated by somebody, it is not so nice 
to be told that their taste is not so good.”’ 
He added that, if any persons cared to 
think that he was conceited in venturing 
to express an opinion of the taste of the 
English reader, they had his hearty 
approval. At the same time, he pointed 
out that one usually got a better impres- 
sion of a mountain range from a distance 
than when one was close to it. 


DESIRE FOR ACTUALITIES. 


In trying to arrive at an estimate of 
the taste of the average Englig® reader 
he would not take into consideration the 
twenty-three millions of Mr. Nat Gould, 
because it would be as unfair as to judge 
German taste by corresponding writers in 
his own country. Instead, he took the 
English magazines as indicative of the 
average taste in that country. He revealed 
a wide knowledge of magazine contents, 
the principal characteristics of which, he 
thought, showed a desire oh the part of 
English readers for actualities—even in 
fiction they wanted a semblance of fact. 
They wanted physical probabilities: even 
in lighter works, “in a heap of pleasing 
nonsense,” the English reader expected 
to find more logic than did the readers of 
other countries. 

After referring to the different inter- 
pretations of sentiment by French, German 
and English authors, Herr Feuchtwanger 
said that in the English novel, if the 
heroine and hero failed to be united, it 
was due to circumstances outside them- 
selves, whereas in the German works it 
was due to the development of their own 
characters. In the treatment of sexual 
matters the difference was even more 
widely marked. “Im English |@prature,” 
he said, “the sexual problem, even now, 
is placed much lower than it is in other 
countries.” The English eschewed the 
erotic form so popular on the Continent. 
Their humour was clean and dry, never 
greasy. 

Having dealt with the slovenly methods 
of some continental authors—who some- 
times forgot in the second half of a novel 
the name that they had given to the 
heroine in the first part—Herr Feucht- 
wanger said that that fault was not 
noticeable in English authors. In con- 
clusion he dwelt on the different attitude 
of German and English readers towards 
his favourite authors: In the first case, 
they wanted to know all about the man’s 
personality; in the second, they were 
content to regard his works as an expres- 
sion of that personality.

IRRELEVANT. 


LORD CUSHENDUN’S VIEW. 


From THE Press ASSOCIATION’s SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


GENVA, Wednesday Night. 


In an interview this evening with Lord 
Cushendun, the principal British delegate to 
the preparatory Disarmament Conference 
was asked why no British delegate had taken 
part in to-day 's proceedings. Lord Cushen- 
dun replied :— 
“I do not believe in talking when there is 
nothing to say. To-day’s business was sup- 
posed to be entirely connected with procedure, 
and I had no exception to take to the pro- 
posals put forward. It has to be borne in 
mind that to-day we had merely to discuss 
procedure, and not to enunciate any general 
policy of disarmament, British or otherwise.” 
Asked what he had to say regarding the 
drastic proposals made by M. Litvinoff, the 
Soviet representative, for general disarma- 
ment, Lord Cushendun said :—‘‘ According to 
the strict rules of procedure, Litvinoff was 
entirely out of order, and if this incident had 
arisen at, Westminster I should at once have 
jumped upon it from that stand-point.”’ 
“The whole Soviet proposal was quite 
irrelevant to the proceedings. As to my ex- 
pressing any opinion upon the Soviet scheme 
it has not yet Soon discussed, and the general 
view, with which I entirely agree, is that it 
should be postponed until the whole matter 
of disarmament has progressed much further. 
“To-morrow the Special Committee will 
meet to lay down rules of procedure and 
terms of reference, and the method of ap- 
proaching the question of security.

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20,000 HOAXED IN 
WHITECHAPEL. 


“CAPTAIN MASCOT” HAS 
HIS JOKE, 
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From THE Press ASsSSOCIATION'S 
CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Twenty thousand people waited to-night 
in Whitechapel] road to see the Prince of 
Wales. Rumours had been persistent in 
the Whitechapel area during the past week 
or so that the Prince intended to visit 
the Mile End Pavilion, where a Hebrew 
musical play had been running for the 
past eight weeks. East-Enders had been 
anxiously looking forward to the visit, and 
their hopes were raised this morning by 
an announcement that it would take place 
to-night. The rumour spread rapidly, 
and at 5.30 p.m. the owner of the theatre, 
Alderman J. W. Rosenthal, got into com- 
munication with St. James's Palace. He 
was told that nothing was known there 
of any such visit. Within half an hour, 
however, a crowd began to collect outside 
the theatre, and at 8 o’clock it numbered 
many thousands. 


THE BOGUS MESSAGE. 


At 8.30 a message to the effect that the 
Prince would arrive at 9 o'clock was re- 
ceived in the box office. Miss Nyman, the 
box office attendant, told how the message 
came through. She stated that “a man, 
who said he was ‘Captain Mascot, the 
Prince’s Equerry,’ rang up and said that 
the Prince would be at the theatre at 
9 o'clock. Before I could call the 
manager and inform him,’’ she added, 
“the man cut off, and I was left speaking 
to nobody.” 

Miss Nyman at once informed Mr, 
Rosenthal. The producer, Mr. Joseph 
Keffler, went on to the stage, and gave 
the audience the message that had been 
received. The audience cheered for several 
minutes. 


THE BOX PREPARED. 


A box, the only one vacant, was pre- 
pared for the Prince’s reception, and was 
decorated with the Union Jack. 

By 9 o'clock there were about twenty 
thousand people outside the theatre, and 
others were still arriving in hundreds. A 
special force of police had to be drafted 
into Whitechapel road to control the 
crowd. The “H ” Division of the Metro- 
politan Police was holding its annual 
dinner, but when the crowd became so 
large the authorities had to send many 
of the constables to Whitechapel road. 

Traffic was “held up,” and every motor 


car that passed was closely scrutinised, but 


the Prince was still invisible. 
THE HOAX DISCOVERED. 


About an hour elapsed before the truth 
dawned on the management and the 
police. Frantic telephone inquiries were 
made, and it was learned, at about ten 
o'clock, that the Prince had not left St. 
James’s Palace. The police told the crowd 
that the Prince was not coming; but the 
thousands who had gathered were re- 
luctant to leave. There were some 
awkward situations, and in a few in- 
stances trouble wes averted only by the 
tactful handling of the crowd by the 
police. 

Inside the theatre the gudience waited 
patiently for the arrival of the Prince, 
until Mr. Keffler made an apology, which 
was received with a groan of disappoint- 
ment. 

When the audience left the theatre at 
least ten thousand people still were wait- 
ing in the streets.

THREE COUNTIES MAY

RETIRED CIVIL 
SERVANTS, 
~~ 
NEW MOVE CONSIDERED 
INADVISABLE. 


The action of Irish civil servants who have 
retired under Article X. of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty in sending a deputation to Lord 
Lovat, the Under Secretary for the 
Dominions, to place before him certain dis- 
abilities under which they contend they 
suffer, is considered inadvisable and a great 
mistake. 

This opinion was expressed to an Jrish 
Times representative yesterday afternoon, 
during the course of an interview with a 
gentleman who has taken a prominent part in 
protecting the rights of retired civil servants. 
‘These civil servants,’ he said, ‘‘have got 
a legal right; they have had it determined 
now, in face of all the arguments which have 
been put forward by the State, that this was 
not a legal right, but a matter between the 
Governments. It has been determined that 
the civil servants are entitled in law to these 
rights by the Privy Council. 

“The Free State Government has asked 
for a certain time to consider the whole 
position, as there are considerably more 
matters to be dealt with than those decided 
in the Wise and Cochrane case. If the 
matter is to be finally arranged satisfactorily 
to thescivil servants, the matters referred to 
in Article X., with reference to the position 
of civil servants, the  vunestablished civil 
servants, promotion, and many other 
matters must be considered. The advisers 
of the civil servants were satisfied 
that owing to exceptional circumstances, 
which included two general elections, and 
other difficulties, it was only reasonable that 
the Government should have time to find 
out their exact position. There has been 
no intimation, or statement, by the Govern- 
ment that they intended to refuse to honour 
the bond, and there was, therefore, no neces- 
sity of going to the British Government with 
regard to the matter until such time as the 
Free State Government refuses to carry out 
the law in accordance with the Statute. 

“I think their action in sending a deputa- 
tion,” he added, “ was very ill-timed.”’

WHAT IT COSTS IN 
DUBLIN. 


In view of the statement that the 
average sum required to maintain a 
student at Oxford or Cambridge Univer- 
sity is from £250 to £300 a year, an 
Irish Times representative yesterday 
made inquiries as to the cost of main- 
tenance at Trinity College, Dublin. So 
far as could be ascertained, the cost of 
upkeep does not nearly approach the sum 
required at the English universities. 

Sir Robert Tate, Junior Dean, when 
questioned, said: ‘‘I should be disposed 
to think—though I cannot give any 
authoritative opinion because I have not 
the data at hand—I should be disposed to 
think that the average man here lives 
more cheaply than the average man at 
Cambridge. In fact, I should be sur- 
prised to hear that he did not. I think 
it is highly improbable that there are 
many men here who spend more than 
£250 a year. I have no hesitation in 
saying that we have a bigger percentage 
of men here who know that they must 
work for their living. I should say that 
£2 a week, over and above fees and 
commons, should be ample for any student, 
but of course a lot will depend upon the 
personal taste of the individual student.’’ 


THE DUBLIN FEES. 


An idea of the cost of going up to 
Dublin University may be formed from 
the following facts:—A student going 
in for the Arts course and taking the 
B.A. or the B.Sc. degree will have paid 
at the end of the four years’ course of 
lectures the sum of £101; that averages 
out at £25. The medical student when 
he qualifies will have paid £247 3s. in 
total fees (including Arts). For dentistry 
the figure (including Arts) is £351 15s. 
6d. For engineering the fees amount to 
£151, and for commerce £151. By 
Divinity and law students normally no 
fees are payable other than Arts fees. 
The average cost of College fees then works 
out at from £25 to about £40 (for 
medicine) per year. 

In addition to these fees, every man 
living in college must pay for his rooms 
a rent ranging from £16 to £20 per 
annum. Where two students live together 
the rent would be something less. For 
servants the studént must pay a charge 
amounting to about £4 4s. a year. The 
only meal that the College provides 
officially is dinner, and for commons the 
charge is 14s. a week. 

Apart from these charges, a man must 
provide his own breakfast and lunch (the 
latter can be had reasonably at the ‘buffet 
“run ” by the students), light and coal, 
and such other requirements as he may 
consider necessary. The cost of these 
depends very much on the man himself 
and on the standard of living to which he 
has been accustomed. If he is “hard 
up, he can do the whole thing at £150 a 
year. On the other hand, he could very 
easily spend £300 a year. In these days 
of motoring quite a number of College 
men run their own cars, and that, of 
course, adds considerably to their expenses 
at College. Although few of the students 
indulge in the extravagant living and 
parties of older generations, there is still a 
certain amount of entertainment, again 
varying according to the ‘‘set’’ in which 
a man moves and his personal outlook. A 
man who goes in for sports has calls on 
him, but these are not too heavy, and 
could be covered by £10 a year. 


THE UNIVERSITY YEAR. 


The actual university year is made up of 
three terms of seven weeks apiece, though 
many students—including men going for 
examinations—put in a longer attendance. 
The attendance over the year averages 
from 21 to about 30 weeks. The cost of fees, 
commons and rooms would not be more 
than £90. With an additional £2 a week 
a man should easily be able to provide all 
the other essentials. For 30 weeks at the 
maximum this would represent £60, 
making, plus fees, a total of £150. Such 
was the estimate of a tutor experienced 
in the matter. Suppose a man resided 
in one of the registered houses outside the 
College, the tutor added, the cost would 
be anything from £3 to £3 10s. a week, 
exclusive of College fees. 

It was pointed out that every year no 
fewer than 70 scholarships were awarded, 
thus relieving the successful students of 
fees in the Arts, giving them freedom at 
commons and 20 guineas a year. In 
addition there are various other exhibi- 
tions and prizes of substantial value, the 
winning of which would mean that the 
actual cost to the prize-winning student 
at the University would be almost 
negligible. In fact, there have Yeen many 
cases in which men going through College 
have lived comfortably on their scholar- 
ships. 


THE NATIONAL UNIVERSITY. 


When Dr. Denis J. Coffey, President of 
University College, Dublin, was asked if 
he agreed with the Master of Balliol, that 
“if a boy is given more than £500 a year 
for his upkeep at the University, it is a 
great handicap to him, and his immortal 
soul is being imperilled,’’ he smilingly 
declined to reply. He was willing, how- 
ever, to discuss the expenditure of 
students taking out degrees at his own 
College. 

‘Taking the normal expenses of a man 
from the country,” said Dr. Coffey, “I 
think he can manage to get along very 
nicely on anything from a little over £100 
to £150 a year. This would not apply to 
the medical courses, in which the outlay 
is considerably higher aud the period 
longer. But the Arts degree students can 
certainly manage on this sum. Included 
in. the total are fees; clothes, lodgings, 
books and railway fares, and, of caurse, 
amusements. It is entirely a question of 
the tastes and means of the students 
themselves, but there must be a fairly 
large number who spend about £150 dur- 
ing the university year of 38 to 40 weeks. 
Some men will spend more on amusements 
or clothes, while others may go in for 
bigger purchases of books, and all this in- 
volves additional expenditure. Women 
students nearly always spend less than 
men, and then there are certainly 
students who work under difficulties, and 
spend much less than the sum I have 
mentioned. 

“Other students win scholarships given 
by local authorities. Some of these are 
worth from £60 to £70; so you see that 
a man who receives one has a distinct ad- 
vantage so far as expenses are concerned. 
A student living in or near Dublin with 
his own people is also advantageously 
situated, because the heavy item of lodg- 
ing expenses, which amounts in. the 
average to about £70 a year, is eliminated. 
His parents must keep him, of course ;

THE SENATE. 


TRANSPORT PROBLEM.

From Over SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The wail of anguish that went up from 
the Fianna Fail deputies when Dail 
Eireann proposed to sentence them to 
three months’ silence by adjourning 
until the 15th February may have misled 
some of the electorate. The impression 
may have been created in certain circles 
that when the Dail rose for the Christmas 
recess the wheels of government ceased to 
revolve. A visit to Leinster House yes- 
terday afternoon would have corrected 
this misapprehension. 

The Senate at work is in many ways a 
more impressive sight than the Dail. The 
Chamber, of course, is not so large as 
that of the Lower House, but there is a 
solid: purposeful air about it, especially 
when the Senators are sitting. After 
one has got used to the lincrusta walton 
ceiling, with its endless repetition of two 
fabulous animals putting their votes into 
an ornamental ballot box, and the in- 
numerable medallions of a stout gentle- 
man and an unshingled lady, presumably 
the candidates, one begins to realise that 
the place has a dignity and atmosphere 
all its own. 

The Upper Chamber does not encourage 
the proletariat as much as does the other 
House. The Dail, as often as not, has a 
‘‘ gallery’? reminiscent of a first night 
at the Abbey, or an international golf 
championship; but the Senate has set 
aside only two rows of seats for the 
general public, and does not care a rap 
whether the public takes advantage of 
them or not. As a matter of fact, the 
public does not, and a dozen spectators 
are usually regarded as a bumper 
** house.”’ 

Until yesterday I had not attended a 
meeting of the Senate since the early 
days when that august body met in a 
room appropriated from the National 
Museum—a temporary habitation which 
had afforded material for ribald jokes by 
those devoid of respect for the Elder 
Statesmen. Meeting the Senators again 
after all these years, the predominant im- 
pression one received was that, in, the in- 
terval, they had acquired a deeper sense 
of legislative responsibility—in fact, had 
assumed almost the mantles of hereditary 
legislators. Even the Labour members, 
whom one remembers as fiery intran- 
sigeants, have mellowed wonderfully. 


BRIEF SPEECHES. 


Whether it customary 
ponent cannot say, but yesterday’s 
senatorial speeches were models of 
brevity. In twenty minutes half-a-dozen 
Senators had said all they wanted to say 
on the Local Elections Bill, a measure 
which produced an appalling number of 
long-winded orations in the Dail. There 
scarcely could be better proof that the 
members of the Upper House have 
learned their business thoroughly—and 
that Fianna Fail has a long way to go 
before its members can be regarded as 
competent debaters. 

The brevity of the speeches in the. 
Senate @@s all the more remarkable when 
it was ®alised that some of the Cork 
members were discussing such burning 
questions as the suppression of the Cork 
Corporation, and that they were not quite 
at one on the subject. Mr. Haughton, 
for instance, lamented the lack of a Town 
Hall where distinguished visitors could 
be entertained, but Mr. Dowdall, who 
had a good word for the much-abused 
Commissioner, thought that the housing of 
the people should come before the erection 
of a civic mansion. 

Mr. Barrington, of Limerick, greatly 
daring, ventured to say that he came from 
a more ancient city than Cork, and none 
arose to cry him down. The only incident 
at all reminiscent of the Dail occurred 
when Dr. Gogarty tried to put all the 
credit for the Fairview housing on the 
Dublin City Commissioners. 

Immediately he was assailed by Mrs. 
Wyse Power and Senator O'Farrell with 
cries of ‘‘ Who built the houses at Fair- 
view?” and “ Who laid the scheme?’’ but 
even these interruptions were decorous, 
and Mr. Mulcahy’s reply was listened to 
with respectful attention , Which 
is more than has happened to him in 
tho Dail since the advent of Mr. de 
Valera’s party. 

Even the debate on tariffs, 
followed, was conducted with dignity and 
restraint, although opinions differed as 
sharply as in the Lower House. Sir John 
Keane made a very good case for free im- 
ports, and the leader of the Labour Party 
in the Senate (Mr. O’Farrell) was em- 
phatic as to the utter futility of some of 
the tariffs already imposed. 


TRANSPORT. 

President Cosgrave, who has to work 
as hard as ever, even though the Dail 
has adjourned, made a short statement on 
the inland transport problem. He main- 
tained that a substantial measure of co- 
ordination between railways and roads 
had been achieved, and said that further 
regulations for the control of road traffic 
would result from the deliberations of the 
inter-departmental committee which is 
considering the matter. He could not 
promise that legislation would be intro-, 
duced at an early date for the allocation 
of traffic. 

Several Senators spoke of the need of 
immediate introduction of regulations to 
control omnibus traffic, and the debate 
was adjourned until to-day. 

The Senate got through quite a big pro- 
gramme with a smoothness and despatch 
that could not be bettered in any similar 
Parliament anywhere. It did its work 
and did it well, but the abiding im- 
pression that one carried away was that of 
repose—so sharp was the contrast with the 
crudities of the Lower House, with its 
large percentage of untrained members.

WILD SCENES IN

THREE MILLION. SHARES

' NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The Stock Market to-day was the scene 
of whirlwind tactics on the part of 
operators and the public generally, who 
indulged in a perfect orgy of buying, 
sending up scores of stocks from seven to 
10 points. 

This movement began a few days ago. 
There was nothing in to-day’s news to 
justify great advances in prices, and 
veteran traders on the floor of the Stock 
Exchange shook their heads in misgiving 
as they watched hundreds of brokers rush- 
ing from post to post trying to execute 
the flood of orders pouring upon them 
from all parts of the country. 

The peak of excitement was reached 
during the last hour of trading, when, 
such was the rush of buying orders, that

MORE PLACE BETTING. 

Mr. NeuMann: We know that the 
Jockey Club has signified its approval, 
and the authorities in Ireland have done 
the same. I hope that the totalisator 
will be established on our racecourses be- 
fore very long. After all, if betting is 
carried on through the totalisator there 
will be a substantial amount of money 
available for the upkeep of racecourses, 
for public charities, for, perhaps, having 
more races with premiums for breeders. 
When betting is done through the totali- 
sator there is more place betting. 

SUGGESTED TERMS. 

Mr. J. B. Rerp: The working of the 
totalisator in England must be carefully 
considered. I place first on the list a 
fair and equitable agreement with the 
Government for a term of years, to allow 
the racing clubs to get on their feet after 
the very heavy outlay that will be neces- 
sary for building  totalisators, grand 
stands, and, in many instances, purchas- 
ing extra land. The rates should be 25 
per cent. to the Government, 5 per cent. 
to the racing club and 24 per cent. to the 
Jockey Club, to be distributed in the in- 
terests of racing and breeding where most 
required. The clubs will each require 
machines—one for the winner and 
one for placed horses. Travelling 
machines might do for the small clubs, as 
an experiment. Two large totalisators 
should be placed in a central position, 
say at Newmarket, to operate all the year 
round on every race meeting.

Present output in the com- 
bined areas is proceeding at the rate of about 
1,400,000 tons a week, or over 72,000,000 tons 
a year, but owing to the dislocation caused 
by the long stoppage last year and the in- 
creased output of other coal-producing coun 
tries, supplies are in excess of the demand.

details of the scheme have been kept secret, 
but so far as the main outline of the plan is 
known it definitely excludes trustification, and 
does not favour the extension of the selling 
agencies to cover wide areas. The proposals, 
in fact, may be regarded as an alternative 
devised by the owners to the remedies pro- 
pounded by the Royal Commission or advo- 
cated by persons whom the owners look upon 
as amateurs. 

Our correspondent understands that regula- 
tion of output will have a prominent place 
in the new scheme, the intention being that 
output shall be so arranged that the accumu- 
tion of heavy stocks which has led to clear- 
ances at cut prices will not be allowed while 
the industry is influenced by the present 
crisis.

The flying 
boat was, therefore, towed back to a 
sheltered position in St. Paul's Bay, where, 
owing to the weather conditions, it had to 
remain until Sunday. 

On the following day the state of the sea 


abated sufficiently for it to be towed. to Cala- 
frana, where it was secured, but the swell 
was still too great to permit the machine to 
be drawn up to the slipway, in order that the 
refitting of the wing tip float might be carried 
out. 
During the course of yesterday the weather 
conditions again became bad, with increasing 
strength of sea. The flying boat rode safely 
until four o'clock in the afternoon, when a 
heavy swell carried away the port wing tip 
float. It then became necessary to beach the 
craft at all costs. The machine was, there- 
fore, hauled up on the slipway. 

It will not be possible to estimate the total 
extent of the damage to the flying boat until 
a thorough examination has been carried out, 
but it is anticipated that a few weeks must 
elapse before Sir Alan Cobham wul be able 
to resume his flight. :

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday.

TRAINING COLLEGE,

Sir,—I notice that several theories have 
been advanced to account for the difficulty of 
getting young Protestants to train as national 
school teachers—presumably at the Kildare 
street College—and that those in the best 
position to know profess to believe that com- 
pulsory Irish is not the cause (or one of the 
causes), nor is social position, and that good 
pay and prospects of good pension are ample 
remuneration. - 1 have an idea that the 
shortage is mainly due to so many Protestant 
families having been-driven out of Ireland by 
varying forms of pressure, and to the abolition 
of the Royal frish Constabulary, whose 
children—other professions being more or less 
closed to them—very largely staffed the ranks 
of national school. teachers, Roman Catholic 
and Protestant, as, generally, they were kept 
longer at school than other children and were 
better equipped for entry to training colleges. 

This argument might be held to have no 
weight, as Roman Catholic colleges do not 
complain of any shortage, but you. must bear 
in mind the fact that the number of Pro- 
testants in the Royal Irish Constabulary had 
dwindled to a small percentage of what it was 
forty or fifty years ago, I wonder if. the 
North of Ireland Training College experiences 
the same difficulty or if many Free State 
pupils are in training there. Another aspect 
of the subject which none of your corre- 
spondents touches is the isolation in which, 
in most places, a young teacher—especially 
female—exists. The sparse Protestant popula- 
tion meaus extremely few persons of anything 
near a young teacher’s age, and these, perhaps, 
not quite desirable companions. Your readers in 
country places will recognise many such

Andrew last night, said that it was not ap 
preciated by everyone that not only had the 
Government to deal with matters that con- 
cerned the daily life of the people; they had 
also to remember their neighbours in the Free 
State, in order that they might encourage as 
much friendliness as possible between the two 
peoples. They had also to take upon their 
shoulders the responsibility of seeing that 
Ulster was looked up to by other parts of 
Great Britain and the Empire, and did not 
play second fiddle to them. 

Having paid a warm tribute to his 
Ministers, Lord Craigavon declared that 
Scotsmen were amongst the most law-abiding 
people of the community wherever they were 
to be found, and they in Ulster welcomed into 
their area as many fine Scotsmen as cared to 
come. 

Referring to the outcry against the flooding 
of Scotland by the Irish, the Prime Minister 
said that the call might come to Scotsmen to 
return home to save their country, and, there- 
fore, that might be a historic occasion—the 
last gathering of the Scottish clans in Ulster.

EXTRAORDINARY EVIDENCE 
CORK WILL SUIT. 
(B" "ORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY) 

The hearing was resumed of the County 
Cork probate suit, in which James O'Keeffe, 
a farmer, of Loughaderra, Castlemartyr, 
claimed, as one of the next-of-kin, a grant of 
administration of the personal estate of David 
O'Connell, of Whiterock, Midleton, deceased, 
and to have an alleged will of the deceased 
man condemned. The defendants, Daniel 
Smithwick, of Whiterock, and John Kelleher, 
of Churchtown, counter-claimed to have de- 
clared in solemn form probate of the alleged 
will, of which they were executors. 

The deceased man, it was stated, made a 
will on the 26th January, 1926, leaving all 
his property, except £10 for Masses, to Mary 
Margaret Smithwick, daughter of a neigh- 
bouring farmer who was no relation. The 
assets were said to amount to over £950. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. 
Joseph A. McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 
Maurice O'Connor) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr. Binchy, and 
Mr. Meagher (instructed by Mr. St. Clair 
Rice) for the defendants. 

John O’Brien, called by Mr. O'Connor, 
stated that he used to work for the deceased 
man, who, he said, was addicted to drink. 
The deceased man got worse by degrees 
during the last two years. On one occasion 
he kicked the kettle off the fire. The witness 
remembered the night when O'Connell threw 
the £100 towards the fire. The following 
night he gave him the money to count, and 
there were then only £90 in the notes. Wit- 
ness brought O’Connell several bottles of 
whiskey and others brought him whiskey as 
well, 

Mr. Fitzgerald—You do not like taking a 
drink ’—I take my share. 

Were you ever known to refuse a drink 
vet ’ 
" Mr. Justice Hanna—That is a very unfair 
question. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I would not like to tempt 
him at this hour of the morning. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked the witness if he 
could drink as much as O'Connell. 

Witness—Aye, could I. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Do not do yourself an 
injustice. (Laughter.) Could you drink as 
much as Dave ’—I could and more, I think. 

The witness, answering further questions 
of the judge, said that when O'Connell took 
drink he became quarrelsome and excited, 
and sometimes two three drinks would 
put him in that condition. 

“A QUEER MAN.” 

John Kelleher, who has a publichouse, 
examined by Mr. McCarthy, said that after a 
few drinks the deceased man was a very 
queer man. He did not think that O'Connell 
was in a position to do any business on the 
day when he made his will. i 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, he said 
that on the date of the death of O'Connell 
he met Mr. Rice, solicitor, in Midleton, and 
told him that O'Connell was a man of 
delusicns. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Did he tell you then that 
you were one of the men -who would have 
to prove the will?’—He never mentioned it. 

Do you take much of your own whiskey 
that cloads your intellect; you are not a 
teetotaler’—I am not, indeed, 

The witness said that there was nothing 
wrong with the testator when he was sober. 


CHAUFFEUR AND HIS FARE. 

David Higgins, a chauffeur, gave evidence 
of having driven O'Connell on various dates 
in January, 1926, when they stopped at a 
number of public-houses, and said that on 
an occasion at O’Connell’s house when he was 
charging up a fare O'Connell pulled out a 
“fiver,” portion of which was burned. 
O'Connell put the “ fiver’’ to his mouth and 
tore a piece out or it, handing the rest of 
the note to him. He thought that he might 
as well take it, as he would be sure to get his 
fare when he gave it back to O'Connell. 

Mr. O’Connor—What did he do with the 
bit of the note he put in his mouth *?—He 
was chewing it. I do not know whether he 
swallowed it or not. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—You are the person who 
was to prove that he ate a £5 note, and now 
it boils down to this: that he chewed a 
ragged portion that was torn off. I thought 
you were going to prove that he made a 
sandwich of it’—I would not be surprised at 
anything he would do. 


SETTING THE CLOCK WITH A POKER. 

David Ahern, one of several other 
witnesses, told of a visit to the deceased 
man’s house on an occasio:, when, he said, 
O'Connell shoved a lighted candle down his 
throat and pulled it out again. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did he light the candle 
by putting it into his mouth? (Laughter.)— 
lt was lighted on the table. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—He was trying the flash 
point of the whiskey, my lord. (Laughter.) 

The witness, referring to other instances 
he was in company with the 
deceased man, said that at a public-house 
O’C nnell asked the woman there if she 
would marry him. She replied that she was 
already married, and O'Connell said: “Can t 
you kill your husband?’’ (O'Connell, once at 
home, twisted the hands of the clock with 
a poker, . 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did you ever write all 
this out: it is two years ago, and you are 
telling it with great detail ’—I did. 

When’—I would say las. December, or 
February. 

The jury, after an absence of five minutes, 
answered the cuestions submitted to them in 
the affirmative, and on these findings Mr. 
Justice Hanna decreed probate of the will, 
and allowed both parties their costs out of 
the estate.

sum should be paid to him for such services.

four years. The bank account was in his 
name, but when his wife came of age it 
was in her name, and later in their joint 
names. The money got from the proceeds 
of the produce of the farm went towards

£1,600. When trouble started between his 
wife and himself the defendant opened a 
separate account, in which he lodged money 
received for the produce of the farm.

Mr. Henry—When you took over the 
management there were no debts due; when 
Mrs. Hayes came of age and you finished, 
there were £2,059 2s. due to the bank!—l 
would not be sure. 

And £663 due: to Dodds, the factors, and 
£986 to Cuffe; in all, £3,709 debts when you 
stopped managing’—The figures might be 
right, but the stock and property were worth 
considerably more. 

Had not Mrs. Hayes to sell her mother's 
farm to pay off the debts that you created '— 
No; most of the debts were created by 
herself. 

Further cross-examined, the defendant 
admitted that while managing the farm he 
repaid loans from the general account of £582 
to his brother, Joseph A. Hayes ,and sums 
to his sister, Miss B. Hayes, and to Patrick 
Hayes. He signed a document stating that 
his wife was absolute owner of all the pro- 
perty, but did so under duress. 

Mr. Henry—Did not you sign that docu- 
ment before your wife agreed to raise £2,200 
on mortgage to pay off the debts you 
created ’—There was no talk of a mortgage. 

Further replying to Mr. Henry, the de- 
fendant denied that he called his wife 
scandalous names after the order was made 
in Court restraining him from interfering with 
his wife’s property. He also denied inter- 
fering with the workmen. Since the trouble 
he was supported out of his wife’s money and 
lived in the house 

Mr. Patrick Hayes stated that he gave a 
cheque for £550 to his brother, Philip, on 
the 19th January, 1917, this sum represent- 
ing. Philip’s share in his father’s estate. 
Philip lent the money t Jerome, the defen- 
dant, the amount to be repaid. 

Mr. Philip Hayes stated that he endorsed 
the cheque for £550, and gave it to his 
brother, Jerome, as a loan. The witness then 
went to live at Fairfield, to help his brother 
to work the farm. The loan had never been 
repaid to the witness. Mrs. Hayes at one 
time said that there was £1,000 due to wit- 
ness, made up of interest on the loan, the 
loan, and the witness's services. 

Mr. Justice Meredith held that the plain- 
tiff was sole owner of the property, that there 
was no partnership; that the defendant did 
bring in £550 to the property, but that the 
question of repayment or recoupment was a 
matter of accounts, the materials of which 
were not before him, : 1d therefore he would 
not determine the issue.

IVY WEAVING COMPANY 
SHARES. 
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THE MASTER’S JURISDICTION. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE. MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR, JUSTICE MUR- 
NAGHAN.) 

The question of t..e extent of the juris- 


diction of the Master of the High Court 
with respect to the assessment of damages 
came on for discussion and decision in the 
case of Matheson and others v. Wilson, 
which had been before the Courts for a con- 
siderable period some time ago in connection 
with the Ivy Weaving Company, of Lurgan, 
‘in respect of the purchase of shares. It was 
described as a motion by way of appeal from 
an order of Mr, Justice Sullivan, Mr, Justice 
Hanna and Mr. Justice O’Byrne, in the High 
Court, refusing to grant an order by way of 
prohibition, restraining the Master of the 
High Court from acting on or making any 
inquiry under an order of the Supreme Court, 
dated July 26th, 1927, on the ground that 
he had no jurisdiction, under the Rules of 
Court or otherwise, to act on or make any 
decision under that order, 

It was submitted that if the Master acted 
under the order of the Supreme Court made 
in giving judgment in the case mentioned he 
would be exceeding his powers and functions, 
and that so much of the order as purported 
to give him such power was ultra vires the 
Constitution, and that if the Courts of Justice 
Act purported to give him such power, the 
Act in that event was ultra vires the Con- 
stitution. 

_ The Supreme Court, it was pointed out, 
in giving judgment in the case on appeal, 
had declared that the measure of damages 
was the loss sustained by each _ jndivi- 


dual contractor through defendant's 
failure to carry out his contract; 
that each of the plaintiffs was entitled to 
at least nominal damages, and that those 
whe had been compelled, as guarantors, to 
pay up the amounts guaranteed by them to 
the Belfast Banking Company were entitle: 
to recover the loss, if any, caused by the 
refusal of the defendant to purchase the 
shares. The Supreme Court also referred 
the matter to the Master to ascertain and 
determine the amount of the damages 
suffered by the plaintiffs; and directed that 
judgment should be entered for them in 
accordance with the finding of the Master 
and his certificate. 

On the other side, it was pointed out that 
under an article of the Constitution it was 
provided that the decision of the Supreme 


Court was final and conclusive, and was not 


eapable of being reviewed by other 
Court. 

The judges in the High Court were of 
opinion that the best course for the plain- 
tiffs to adopt was to go back to the Supreme 
Court and have the question re-opened, the 
Master having declined to assess the 
damages on the ground that he had no juris- 
diction to hold the inguiry, with the view 
of having the order amended if necessary. 
The subject was now discussed in detail, 
reference being made to the powers expressly 
assigned to the Master under the Rules of 
Court and the Constitution. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Hamilton, K.C.; 
Mr. Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Meares (in- 
structed by Messrs. White and Meares) ap- 
ared for the appellant and defendant; Mr.

NOTES. 
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CORK MAN'S BAD RECORD. 

Found guilty of uttering forged Treasury 
notes, John Shea (46), a salesman, was, at 
the Manchester Assizes yesterday, sentenced 
to 15 months; George Freshney (52), a clerk, 
to 18 months: and Harold Moore (24), a 
ship’s steward, to six months’ imprisonment. 

lt was stated that Shea, a native of Cork, 
married, with four children, had eleven con- 
victions for offences, including burglary and 
shopbreaking, but only one since the war, in 
which he served. Freshney, a native of 
Cheviot, near Wakefield, was a racecourse 
frequenter, confidence trickster and associate 
of thieves. His convictions were mostly for 
being a suspected person. Moore was the 
son of a well-known Liverpool businessman, 
but appeared to have been a sort of scape- 
grace oi the family. He married a young 
girl and had one child, but his wife never 
knew at what he was employed. He was not 
of the clever criminal type like the others; 
he had been dragged into the crowd, and 
later gave the police every assistance. 

Counsel for Moore said that when he met 
Crawford—one of the six accused—his wife 
was expecting a baby. She told him to have 
nothing to do with the notes and burned 
some, but later, owing to their poverty—they 
pawned the clothes off their beskadiae yielded 
to temptation, and deeply regretted what he 
had done. 

MEETING IN A PUBLIC-HOUSE. 

Herbert Crawford (26), a _ signwriter; 
Michael Grogan (32), a steward; and Herbert 
Thomas (51), a clerk, were then charged with 
having conspired to forge £1 notes. Craw- 
ford pleaded guilty to making implements of 
forgery, having them in his possession. and 
also paper for notes. The others pleaded not 
guilty. 

Moore, who had just been sentenced, gave 
evidence of a meeting of the gang arranged 
for in a public-house, and stated that Craw- 
ford said: ‘‘ Either Grogan or Thomas are 
‘twisting.’

RETURNED CHEQUES. 

A man named King, of Holyhead, said that 
he was at the Baldovle race meeting in June 
last, and laid £10 with Cohen to win £30 on 
a horse.
